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Cabbies buck buckle-up: ‘Hassle and we park’

Victoria’s 400-odd cabbies 
are unanimously opjxised lo 
the seatbelt law that requires 
them to buckle up as of Satur¬ 
day. Victoria Taxi Owners’ 
.Association president Bud 
MacLean said Thursday. 

MaoLean said, however, he 
doubted Victoria drivers 
would follow their Vancouver 
counterparts, who. accordinf? 
to Vancouver Taxi Owners’

Association president Jim 
Dawson, will walk off the job 
rather than wear belts. 

“If we get hassled, we’ll 
park them,’’ Dawson said. 
"You can't restrict us like 
that. As far as we are con- 
ceined, we are exempt.” 

He said belted taxi drivers 
could be more easily mugged, 
strangled by shoulder 


harnesses or hindered in of¬ 
fering quick, efficient service 
to customers. 

MacLean, head of Victoria 
Taxi.)said the seatbelt law 
“wil/ be a weapon in the 
of criminals” because 
it would make attacks on 
drivers easier, due to their 
being buckled up. 

He said Victoria already 


had the highest crime rate of 
any city in B.C. and the bell 
law would' make matters 
worse. 

(Actually, the latest figures 
show Victoria third behind 
Nanaimo and New West- 
niinKter.) 

MacLean said all cab com¬ 
panies had been informed in 
letters from the superin¬ 
tendent of motor vehicles that 
their drivers would not be ex¬ 
empt under the provisions 


that e.xempl milkmen and 
postmen. 

"The inconvenience will be 
inconceivable,” he said. “Be¬ 
sides which, head-on collisions 
are extremely rare among 
cabbies, while sideswipes are 
more common. 

“In a side collision, .seat 
belts are a definite deterrent 
to health.” he said, citing bro¬ 
ken necks and ruptured 
aortas as possible injuries. 

MacLean said the letter 


also instnK'tcd cab drivers to 
tell their passengers to buckle 
up before moving off. 

He said the lettei- did not 
say specifically tliat passen¬ 
gers had to be belted up be¬ 
fore the car started moving, 
but said if that was the re¬ 
quirement “all hell will break 
loose” among cab drivers. 

“Can you imagine telling a 
40(H?ound drunk you won’t 
move until he buckles up?” 
he asked. “The disputes and 


fights will be out of liiis 
world.” 

MacLean said as yet there 
had been no interpi'etalion as 
to whether the passenger or 
the driver was responsible for 
buckling up. unless the pas¬ 
senger was under 16. 

MacLean said most compa¬ 
nies would probably require 
their drivers to pay a fine if 
convicted for failing to buckle 
up. “It’s their responsibility.” 
he said. 


Dode French, who recent 
sold his interest in Island 
’raxi, and is past-president of 
the association, said the seai- 
belt law was a big factor in 
his clecisi:jn to gel out of the 
business. 

He felt it vNas unfair of the 
government to require cab¬ 
bies and their i>assengeri! to 
buckle up while bus drivers 
and their passengers didn’t 
have to.

Hawaiian villagers flee 
crawling river of lava 


KALAPANA. Hawaii tUPI) ing intermittently lor more 


The '250 resideijts of this 
Hawaiian village began their 
Civil Delence -f>rdere«l e\acu- 
ation Thursday as a 400-yard 
wide river of moulten lava 
oozed down a sloping side of 
Kilauea Volcano. 

The residents packed uf» 
their furnishings, pets and 
livestock with the lava just 
three miles away. It was ex¬ 
pected to reach the communi¬ 
ty this morning. 

Oninly trucks were used to 
carry the inliabifants — re¬ 
tirees. farmers and home¬ 
steaders — to the Hany K 
Brcr.vTi .State Park nine miles 
north of Kalaf)ana and the vil¬ 
lage of Peihoa in the same 
area. 

Island of Hawaii CD Direc¬ 
tor Harry' Kim called the 
fiery flow “a serious potential 
• thi*eat” to Kalapana and 
issued the eva« tiation order. 

The lava spmveil from 
mile-long rift on the side 'of 
the volcano and nilled towanl 
Kalapafia at a rate of 10 feet 
a minute. At the rift itself the 
lava was huiied 600 feet into 
the air. 

The volcano had been enipt- 


than two weeks. 

Smoke from the rift spread 
over most of the windward 
section of the island as the 
prevailing trade winds died 
out. 


The last major destructive 
flow was in 19G0. when lava 
from Kilauea wii>ed out the 
village of Kaiwho. 10 rniies 
northeast of Kalpana. causing 
S5 million damage.

Satellite 

rocket 

explodes 


CAPE CANAVERAL, na. 
(Reuter) — An Atlas Centaur 
rocket carrying a com¬ 
munications satellite exploded 
Tliursday night 55 seconds 
after lifterff, wiping out a 
J49.4-million mission for the 
98-country International Tcle- 
comimMcations Satellite Or¬ 
ganization. 

Experts said the exploskwi 
was in many ways similar to 
the multi-million dollar explo¬ 
sion Sept. 13 of a Delta rocket 
carrying an Orbital Test Sat¬ 
ellite owned by the European 
Space Agency. 

TTie Sept. 1.1 e.xplosion (x- 
curred 54 seconds after liftoff, 
and ncAv is being investigated. 

The Atlas Oentaiir rose 
smoothly of its launohpad lie- 
fore the exiilosiixi sent orange 
flame billowing. 

The rocket was carrying an 
Intelsat satellite which was to 
he positioned over the Indian 
Ocean to provide telephone 
and television service to 40 
countries. 

Siiace agency officials said 
the explosion was due to vehi¬ 
cle failure. No further details 
were a,vailable pending an 
investigation. 

The Intelsat W-.\ com¬ 
munication satellite was the 
first of two identical satollite.s 
due for launching. The second 
one is scheduled for No¬ 
vember. 

Each of the satellites is ca- 
i»ahle of handling 6.000 f>hone 
calls and two television chan¬ 
nels simutaneously. They are 
to replace the services of two 
smaller Intelsat TV satellites 
which have been operating 
ov'er the Indian Ocean since 
1975. 

The .satellites are owned hy 
the International TeleCom- 
munication.s Satellite Organi¬ 
zation.

DACX^A. Bangladesh (UPIl — Five gueiTilia.s 
tlireatened Thursday to blow up their hijacked jet 
with 146 hostages aboaixJ and set off a ‘‘global’' teiTor 
campaign if Japan breaks its promise to fi'ee nine 
prisoners and pay $6 million ransom but extended the 
deadline by more than a day. 


OTTAWA (CP) - The Judge 
who investigated Air Cimada 
mismanagement and the man 
who headed the national air¬ 
line at the time, both were 
named to the Supreme (jourt 
of Canada Thursday. 

AXillard Estey. 57-year-old 
head of tlie Ontario Court of 
Appeal and chief justice of 
.Ontario, replaces Mr. Justice 
\Vilfred Judson who reached 
the mandatory retirernem age 
of 75 in July. 

Yves Pratte. 5:j. Air Canada 
chairman until 1975. fills the 
vacancy created when Mr. 
Justice Louis-PhilUppe tie 
Grandpre. 60. iine.xpectedly 
announced his resignation in 
June. 

Estey was appointed hy Ot¬ 
tawa in 1975’ to delve into 
charges of dishonest dealings 
by Air Canada management. 


He found that top manage¬ 
ment was not dishonest but 
said the publicly-owned air¬ 
line acted with “cavalier dis¬ 
regard of the ordlnai*y rules 
of business” in some con¬ 
troversial financial dealings. 

Pratte, a w^li-know’n Que¬ 
bec lawyer, resigned as chair¬ 
man of the Air Canada board 
11 days before the Estey re¬ 
port was tabled in the Com¬ 
mons. As top man in the orga¬ 
nization. he was considered 
ultimately responsible for tiie 
controversikl deals, which the 
Estey report said arose partly 
from poor internal com¬ 
munications. 

^ The reiiort also said Pratte 
was slow to act on reports of 
Air Canada involvement in a 
villa development in Bar¬ 
bados.

The embassy sixikesman 
said negotiations vvPuld con¬ 
tinue with the Bangladesh 
goveiTinient serving as inldi- 
mediaiy.

Buckle down 
to it 

TOMORKOW is Saturday. It is also the day that 
ail automobile drivers in British Columbia must 
buckle up their seat belts. 

Regardless of whether the indiv idual vehicle 
operator thinks it is a good idea or a blatant 
infringement of his or her civil liberties, the use 
of seat belts becomes mandatory at the stroke of 
midnight tonight. 

Although it cannot be denied that a good 
many people may find the wearing of seat belts 
uncomfortable or inconvenient and complaints 
will still be heard that they could be dangerous in 
certain kinds of accidents, there are ample 
statistics available to back up the claim that 
their proper use w^ll save lives. 

The Ontario government, for instance, re¬ 
ports that traffic deaths fell by 46 per cent in the 
first four months following the enactment of seat 
belt legislation in that province last year. 

So, just to remind you: buckle up your seat 
belt tomorrow. And if you forget and you’re 
caught, buckle up your lip too, or it might cost 
you $100. 

Quick switching 

THE ORDINARY Canadian>citizen must find the 
recent reshuffling of the federal cabinet almost 
incomprehensible. It would seem that the cabi¬ 
net is being run like a department store where 
the employees are frequently moved from one 
section to another, which sometimes can cause 
considerable frustration for customers. No soon¬ 
er does a cabinet minister become knowledge¬ 
able, if not proficient, in his job than he is likely 
to be moved to another post and the famil¬ 
iarization and learning process must start all 
over again. 

A case in point is (he removal of Warren 
Allmand as head of the Department of Indian, 
Affairs and Northern Development to consumer 
and corporate affairs. The reason for the 
change, given by Prime Minister Trudeau, 
is, as usual, purely political. He has decided that 
the only English-speaking cabinet minister from 
Quebec is needed there to reassure non-French- 
speaking minorities in that province. Trudeau, 
obsessed with bi-lingualism and the spectre of 
separatism, gives little thought to the effect of 
his action in areas other than Quebec. The native 
people of Canada, once again, arc the last to be 
considered. 

During his one-year-and-a-day in the Indian 
affairs post, Allmand won a great deal of respect 
and trust of the native people. No doubt his 
support of them on land claims and self-determi¬ 
nation did not endear him to some members of 
cabinet who welcome his removal. 

Apart from that, how can the native people 
possibly have any faith in a government which 
suddenly removes a man who is doing a good job 
for them and replaces him with .someone who, 
having to start from scratch, probably won’t be 
too available to listen to anything they might 
want to take up with him. 

Clear thinking 

A DESPAIRING feeling that the laws of the land 
favor the criminal has persisted among many 
Canadians for years and for them some relief will 
be felt in a decision handed down by an Alberta 
judge in Edmonton last week. 

Mr. Justice Lucien Maynard granted an ab¬ 
solute discharge in theVase of a local man charged 
with assault in the beating of a member of a teen- 
aged gang who had been terrorizing the accused's 
family while he was away from home. 

The charge was not denied. Yes, he had struck 
one of the young thugs with the butt of a rifle. 

After hearing all of the circumstances, the 
judge set him free with what might be taken as a 
pat on the back: “. .. if it had been me 1 would have 
done the same thing or maybe even worse.” 

It can only be hoped that the judge's comment 
will not be lost on other members of the judiciary | 
who are so often seen as being “soft” in their deci¬ 
sions. 

His granting of the absolute discharge was 
clear thinking. He looked beyond the letter of the 
law. 

His comment undoubtedly will give hope to law- 
abiding citizens that the days of kid-glove treat¬ 
ment of ‘‘punks ’ is ending and they may be able to 
look forward to greater j protection from acts of 
violence that seem to be on the increase. 

And in the Edmonton area, at least, young 
hoodlums may now think twice before embarking 
on terrorizing forays as a way of self-amusement. 


’Conserver’ society awaits proof of need 


OTTAWA — The Science Council of 
Canada has entered a well-trodden path 
by calling for a “conserver” society. 
The wasteful use of non-renewable re¬ 
sources has been a public concern ever 
sipce the oil crisis of 1973. But it's, 
doubtful that a global plan for construc¬ 
tion of i conserver society would work. 

Instead, it woul() have to emerge bit 
by bit, item by item, over a period of 
years, perhaps over two or three gen 
erations. That is the only way to mini 
mize the hardships that would attend 
the construction of a conserver society, 
and by minimizing these hardships, as 
sure its success. 

Loss of jobs would be a major hard 
ship. This is a consumer economy and 
jobs are based on the consumption of 
godds and services. If the consumption 
of some goods is deliberately reduced 
because it’s considered wasteful of nat 
ural resources, jobs are lost. 

We then get into the kind of situation 
Prime Minister Trudeau found himself 
in several years ago. when he mused 
publicly about a “new society.” in 
which resources would not be wasted. 
He spooked half the country with these 
meditations. Or the kind of situation the 
Ontario government more recently

found itself in, when it wanted to elimi¬ 
nate the wasteful use of metal beverage 
containers by taxing them. The result 
was an uproar among the workers 
whose livelihood is earned by producing 
these gadgets. 

What do do? Don’t panic, and go slow 
— that’s what to do. The federal govern¬ 
ment can’t even get the provinces to 
agree to lower speed limits in order to 
conserve gasoline. Its plan to provide 
funds for home insulation has been re¬ 
jected by Alberta and Quebec. It was 
into solar heating at least 20 years ago. 
but. at best, solar heating on a commer 
cial basis is 15 or 20 years off. and then 
would meet only a little of the energy 
problem. 

It’s easy to talk about the conserver 
society, but first, the country would 
have to be willing to .see some industries 
die, and new jobs found for the thou 
sands of displaced persons. Canada 
worries about the possibility that the 
United States might mine so much 
metal from the sea bottom that Canadi¬ 
an mines would have to close. That kind 
of conservation wouldn’t be popular. It's 
easy to talk about the conserver society. 
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Waste disposal problems 
refuels resource recovery 


BOSTON, Mass - The 
“garbage-into-gold” enthusi 
asm has dimmed somewhat, 
but resource recovery — the 
process that turns refuse into 
energy — is being accepted in 
more and more communities 
across the United States. 

Steadily increasing prob 
lems with solid waste dispo¬ 
sal and high energy costs 
have combined to turn cities 
and towns to resource recov 
ery, bringing the industry out 
of a four- to five-year slump. 
Opponents still criticize the 
process, but many cities are 
simply running out. of places 
to dump their trash. 

The newest plant came on 
line in Milwaukee, Wis., last 
May. built by American Can 
Company’s Americology di¬ 
vision. At full capacity the 
facility will take all that 
city's trash. 250,000 tons per 
year, plus that of outlying 
suburbs, and convert it into 
fuel, says a company official. 

This product, with half the 
heal value of coal, will be sold, 
to the Wisconsin Electric 
Company. substituting for 75. 
000 tons of coal a year. 

In 1970. re.source recovery 
was viewed as almost too 
good to be true. The plants 
would take solid waste and 
either burn it to create elec¬ 
tricity or convert it into fuel 
that could be burned for en¬ 
ergy. Environmentalists, in- 
dusiralisls, and government

officials generally welcomed 
the idea. 

However, immense costs — 
a 1.000 ton-per-day plant 
costs about $75 million today 
— plus technological and en¬ 
vironmental problems, have 
given cities and towns pause 
when it actually comes to 
buying the plants. 

Despite these continuing 
problems, the U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency 
(EPA) reported 118 cities 
with resource recovery 
plants either operating or 
planned in 1976 — up from 70 
cities in 1974. 

Facilities now operating 
consume some 7.000 tons of 
solid waste per day. Plants 
either under construction or 
in advanced planning stages 
will burn up an additional 
16,000 tons per day. according 
to the National Centre for 
Resource Recovery (NCRR) 
in Washington. D.C. 

Federal statistics show 
that Americans generate 
about 373.000 tons of waste 
per day. 

“These plants are in the 
process of demonstrating 
that resource recovery has 
the potential for relieving the 
energy crunch.” says Dr. 
James Abert of NCRR. Dr. 
Abert-concedes some techno¬ 
logical . setbacks, but says 



they were from demonstra 
lion projects. He sees a bright 
future for the industry as a 
whole. 

Technological and finan 
cial setbacks, however, have 
taken their toll, with projects 
scrapped in St. Louis and 
Baltimore. 

Many environmentalists 
have withdrawn their en 
dorsement of resource recov 
ery. Marchant Wentworth of 
Environmental Action, says 
it prolongs the basic problem 
that Americans waste loo 
much. Cities must, under 
contract, continue to provide 
high levels of w aste for many 
years — usually 20 — or be 
penalized. 

One environmentalist pul it 
this way: “We build resource 
recovery plants because we 
waste too much .so that we 
can meet our energy needs 
because we also wasted too 
much of that. ’ 

Proponents, such as EPA's 
Dennis Huebner. answer that 
since solid waste shows no 
sign of letting up. resouce 
recovery offers a way to deal 
with the problem as it exists 

Since many cities have 
balked at the high cost, com¬ 
panies which build the plants 
have gone to great lengths to 
gel initial projects off the 
ground. 

There are two basic tech 
nologies in current use. One, 
developed in Europe, burns 
refuse to produce steam, 
which drives turbines to gen¬ 
erate electricity. The Whee- 
labrator-Frye plant in 
Saugus. Ma.ssachusetts, has 
operated successfully for 18 
months, says a company offi¬ 
cial, selling its steam to a 
nearby General Electric 
plant. 

The other, a U.S.-developed 
technology used in the 
Americology plant, produces 
Refu.se Derived Fuel (RDF), 
a powdered substance which 
can be burned to generate 
power. 


but when efforts are made to collect old 
newspapers and bottles, to be recycled, 
they fail — at least, they have failed in 
Ottawa. 

They fail because it’s not yet eco¬ 
nomical to recycle such materials. 
Where it is economical — as with scirap 
iron — it’s done, without prodding from 
governments or academics. But if, as in 
the case of newspapers, the recycling 
costs more than the original materials 
are worth, where's the sense in it? 

Eventually, recycling costs may be 
brought down to the point where it’s 
economical to process some forms of 
waste, including garbage. When that 
point comes, private enterprise will no 
doubt do the job. The public authorities 
could do part of it, by using garbage in 
heating plants as soon as they can con¬ 
vince a suspicious public that heat from 
garbage is as clean, and as warming, as 
heat from oil or coal. 

It’s doubtful that the conserver so¬ 
ciety can come in advance of need. 
Obviously, when the need does come, it 
will be expressed by shortages of sepa¬ 
rate items, possibly for brief periods at 
first, as new sources of supply are 


fbimd. Bnt until there is actual need to 
conserve resources, no government 
would be able to explain away the jobs 
lost through conservation measures 
that seem unnecessary to the public. 

What the government can do is try to 
prepare the public for judgment day. 
That’s not a simple matter. Oil, for 
example, despite the gloomy long-term 
prospects, has beconte a glut on the 
world market because of the new sup¬ 
plies coming from the North Sea and 
Alaska, and because oil consumptimi in 
Western Europe in the past year hasn't 
risen as steeply as was expected. The 
glut may be only temporary, but while H 
lasts, it has led to gasoline price wars, 
especially in the United States, and has 
made it extremely difficult to persuade 
the public not to waste energy. 

Some metals — copper, for example 
— have been in over-supply, with falling 
prices. How do governments sell con 
servation to the workers affected? They 
can’t. The government can only encour¬ 
age research into new resouces, and 
prepare for the day when this or that 
industry will have to be sharply curtai¬ 
led because it has run out of materials, 
and new jobs will have to be found for its 
people.

Vickers gets his day in court again 


Out as No. 2 lawman 


David Vickers wants to be , 
back in the courtrooms of 
Canada and he gets his wish 
soon in the Court of Appeals, 
right here in Victoria. 

“First and foremost. I’m a 
lawyer,’’ the 42-year-old 
Vickers, who served as B.C.’s 
No. I lawman from Sept. 10, 

1973, to Sept. 10, 1977, said in 
an interview. 

For four years, the dynam¬ 
ic Vickers had the distinction 
of being deputy attorney-gen¬ 
eral to the NDP’s Alec Mac¬ 
donald and Social Credit’s 
Garde Gardom - and was 
lauded from all sides as an 
able and energetic leader in 
the B.C, justice system. 

With a certain amount of 
modesty, Vickers shrugs it 
off as lucky. He says he was 
fortunate to be the deputy 
A—G during a period of enor¬ 
mous change and the reason 
why he overstayed his two- 
year target by two years was 
the pyramiding demand for 
serv ices. He pointed out that 
crime increased 186 per cent 
during that period. 

But he said he was only a 
part of those changes, not the 
initiator of them. 

First among his list of 
highlights, quite naturally, is 
the formation of the Co-or¬ 
dinated Law Enforcement 
Unit (CLEU). a specialized 
force set up to fight organized 
crime in the larger centres. 

“We were looking for some 
strategy to combat organized 
crime,” Vickers recalled. 
“We didn’t have to look far.” 

It was late 1973 and early 

1974, and Vickers and the 
other top officials saw that a 
co-operative effort between

Dief muzzle 
has failed 

Many people over the years 
have bt^n baffled in their at¬ 
tempts to muzzle Mr. Diefen- 
baker. The recent attack on 
Mr. Diefenbaker reflects no 
credit on Mr. Stanfield who 
will fail to discredit Mr. Die¬ 
fenbaker now, just as his ear¬ 
lier attempt failed in 1967. 

Ten years ago just before 
the fall opening of Parlia¬ 
ment, Mr. Stanfield was 
bothered by a major prob¬ 
lem, as he and his close asso¬ 
ciates saw it. namely where 
should Mr. Diefenbaker, the 
former leader, be seated in 
the House of Commons. A 
clever plan had been devised 
and was unfolded to the as¬ 
tonished members. Mr. Die¬ 
fenbaker was to be shifted 
from the front row to an ob¬ 
scure position in the back 
row. the starting place for 
most new members. From 
there pre.sumably he might, 
with good behavior, gradual¬ 
ly work his way forward 
again. 

Mr. Stanfield raised the 
que.stion with the members 
obviously hoping that they 
would approve of relegating 
Mr. Diefenbaker to an incon¬ 
spicuous position. Fortunate¬ 
ly Mr. Stanfield was saved 
from his grievous error by 
the strong objections raised 
by some of the members to 


this proposed shabby treat¬ 
ment. Mr. Stanfield had to 
drop the plan. Mr. Diefen- 
b^er remained in a promin¬ 
ent position in (he front row . 
Nobody informed the press. 
There were no headlines. 

It was an inauspicious be¬ 
ginning. Had the members 
not remained silent Mr. Stan¬ 
field's reputation would have 
been gravely impaired. As it 
was, doubts were raised con¬ 
cerning his ‘judgment and 
suspicions aroused as to his 
future actions with regard to 
those who had not supported 
him at the convention. .Mr. 
Stanfield himself sowed the 
seeds of distrust, discontent 
and conflict within the party. 

The next step now for Mr. 
Stanfield, if. like Macbeth he 
can screw his courage to the 
sticking place, is to put 
forward a motion to caucus 
or the annual meeting in 
order to force Mr. Diefen¬ 
baker out of the party. 

The consequences would be 
interesting fur if that hap¬ 
pened the way would be open 
for the formation of a new 
party competent to deal with 
the present crisis of Confed¬ 
eration under the able and 
experienced sponsorship of 
John Diefenbaker and John 
Turner. Jim Richardson will 
be watching and thousands of 
people would be attracted to 
the prospect.

CLEU’s success is so great 
that in a B.C. Police Commis¬ 
sion report released last 
week, the commission re¬ 
ported that the crime trend is 
shifting away from Vancou¬ 
ver and surrounding Lower 
Mainland communities and 
toward smaller centres such 
as Prince George, Nelson, 
Campbell River. Dawson 
Creek, Victoria and Prince 
Rupi'rt. 

"There is some indication 
that the concentrated police 
activity focusing on organ¬ 
ized and other forms of pro¬ 
fessional crime in the Lower 
Mainland has forced a num¬ 
ber of professional criminals 
to seek victims outside the 
Lower Mainland area, ” the 


report staled. “The police 
have noticed that some of the 
crimes now being committed 
in the Interior and on Vancou¬ 
ver Island are of a type and 
sophistication characteristic 
of professional criminals who 
concentrated their activity in 
the Vancouver area only a 
few years agb.” 

Vickers said there was an¬ 
other spinoff effect of CLEU. 

Because of the success of 
that agency, Vickers said, the 
cry for metro policing (the 
combining of smaller, munic¬ 
ipal forces into one large 
force) has subsided and the 
public is calling for more 
local, grassroots policing. 

• • • 

The main advantage, 
Vickers said, was a more 
“local” sense of policing with 
ail the advantages of a co-or¬ 
dinated law effort with the 
use of CLEU — . it was the 
“ best of both worlds.” 

"We backed into that one,” 
Vickers admitted. 

He was quick to name those 
whom he thought were most 
responsible for putting CLEU 
together - Dr. Malcolm 
Matheson. former deputy of 
corrections and director of 
policy planning in the attor¬ 
ney-general’s department; 
Chief Don Winterton and In¬ 
spector Alex Andrasik of the 
Vancouver police; Inspector 
Ed Na^ykens, RCMP attache 
to CLEU; retired RCMP as¬ 
sistant commissioners for 
B.C. (jordon Cunningham 
and Ed Willis; and the pre¬ 
sent RCMP commissioner. 
Robert Simons, who was a 
member of the joint manage¬ 
ment team when CLEU was 
in its infancy. 

And while recognizing that 
CLEU was responsible for 
the shift, Vickers also 
thought that a significant in¬ 
crease in the number of po 
jice officers over the last five 
years also played a big role in 
the trend. 

CLEU wasn’t the only thing 
he was proud of. He also 
mentioned the B.C. Police 
Commission. B.C. Police Col¬ 
lege (which Vickers said was 


the tops in Canada), a new 
court administration system 
which included the takeover 
of the provincial courts, the 
sheriffs service, the only 
management-information 
system in the country for 
courts and corrections, pio¬ 
neering in justice councils, 
the best budget information 
and planning system in the 
country, establishment of re¬ 
gional crown counsel offices, 
community work service as 
an alternative to jail, and bail 
reform. 

He defended the rise in pro¬ 
vincial costs for policing and 
justice by saying it was mini¬ 
mal for an absolutely essen¬ 
tial service and pointed out 
that the $100 million tab was 
actually less than three per 
cent of the total provincial 
budget of $3.8 billion. 

“It’s not out of line with the 
problems in our communi¬ 
ties,” he said, challenging 
people to compare the costs 
with those for education, 
human resources and health. 

He said when it came to the 
dollar crunch, the attorney- 
general's department 

seemed to be the first place 
where cuts were made. 

But he quickly added that 
he had no regrets whatsoever 
about his four years in gov¬ 
ernment service. 

"I don’t have any feelings 
yet of‘Gee. I wished I'd done 
that’.” 

He said his replacement. 
Richard Vogel, was a very- 
good friend and that Vogel 
would do a first-rate job. 

• • • 

Turning to the subject of 
the press, Vickers said It w as, 
"on balance, really fair.” He 
said the press probably made 
him look good by playing up 
CLEU, but felt that one time 
he was “totally misunder¬ 
stood when he made an an¬ 
nouncement about clearing 
up the backlog of court cases. 

He said the reporting was 
"very badly done” because it 
left the impression that all 
cases were being thrown out 
after 180 days. 

In actual practice. Vickers 
said, only those cases where 
crow n counsel - because of 


their own inefficiency 
couldn’i complete them, were 
the cases to be abandoned., 
And Vickers emphasized that 
the edict applied only to sum¬ 
mary conviction cases. 

He went on to say that the 
eventual goal was 90 days.. 
Vickers agreed that it still 
takes too long for cases to go 
through the court system, but 
said the solution should be 
found in better management 
of present personnel and faci¬ 
lities and not by adding more 
staff and courtrooms. He 
said crown counsel should 
clean up their houses first 
before defence counsel 
should be approached to 
clean up theirs. 

• • • 

For someone who won't 
reach 43 until next month, 
Vickers has accomplished a 
great deal. Graduating from 
the University of British Co¬ 
lumbia In 1959. Vickers prac¬ 
tised law in Vancouver for 
almost 11 years before ac¬ 
cepting the deputy .A—G s 
job. 

"It w as lime for a change. " 
he explained as his motive for 
taking a drop in pay and huge 
increase in responsibility. He 
said although it may sound 
“corny.” it was an "opportu¬ 
nity to gel involved in public 
service.” 

"I wouldn’t have changed 
the last four years for any¬ 
thing.” 

If there were generalities 
which pleased him, they were 
the ability to make changes 
in a bureaucratic system and 
in the law, and the ability to 
pull together all the partners 
in the justice sen ice. giving 
everyone involved a ^tter 
understanding of each other's 
problems. 

He called it his “systems 
approach.’ 

Right now. Vickers’ main 
concern is to find himself 
some office space and clients 
so that he can become, once 
again.a lawyer fighting for 
the rights of the common 
people. 

His re-entry into the court 
room will be' at the highest 
level, the Court of Appeals. 

It seems to fit David 
Vicker«.

‘Noble rot’ lives on 


By JACK GEE 

BORDEAUX, France (UPI) 

~ \\'hile Bordeaux’s clarets 
struggle to restore a reputa¬ 
tion damaged by the “Wine- 
gate’’ scandal. Chateau 
d’Yquem, the world’s most 
expensive wine. Is still mark¬ 
ing up record sales and spec¬ 
tacular prices. 

Count Alexandre de Lur- 
Saluces, whose family have 
owned this pre.stigious xine- 
yard for over 500 years, says 
proudly, “we have emerged 
from this unsavory business 
with Yquem as sweet as ever 
to the palate of the discerning 
wine lover.” 

Chateau d’Yquem, a medi¬ 
eval castle cradled in the roll¬ 
ing countryside of the sau- 
'''••ne \ineyards>^^puth of Bor¬ 
deaux, has been luckier than 
the vintages to the north in 
the Medoc region whose 
famous labels are nowadays 
studied with suspicion. 

The bubble of Bordeaux’s 
jirosperity was pricked four 
years ago w-hen Lionel and 
Yvan Cruse, cousins and 
partners in a respected firm 
of wine brokers, were fined 
and given suspended jail 
terms for fraud. They were 
accused of helping to discolor 
and mislabel over three mil¬ 
lion bottles of cheap red 
plonk. 

The slump in sales has 
since compelled the owners of 
Chateau Margaux, one of the 
five elite clarets and by no 
means implicated in “Wine- 
gate”, to sell off the property 
to a French supermarket 
chain. There was bitter irony 
in the disposal of Margaux, 
which figures on restaurant 
wine lists at about $50 a bot¬ 
tle, to a grocery firm which 
re^s less hallowed labels. 

At Chateau d’Yquem, Count 
de Lurs-Saluces draws no 
comfort from the misfortunes 
of his fellow producers. But 
he Is determined to preserve 
the prestige of Yquem, even 
thoug^i it means restricting 
quantity in order to safeguard 
quality. 

“If the grar>e harvest is of 
good qualit>’’ we can produce 
tiO.OOO bottles at the most,” 
said the Count. “In a bad 
year, the vintage is a total 
loss. We simply refuse to put 
it on t|ie market.” 

Rare bottles can be wot1h 
almost their weight in gold. 
Christie’s wine review repoHs 
that a dozen bottles of 19GI 
Yquem. a year with a small 
crop but of remarkable quali¬ 
ty, brought $340 at their Lon¬ 
don salesroom three yeare 
ago. The 1921 \intage has gone 
for $89.25 a bottle and the 1920 
was knocked down for $153 at 
Christie’s auctions. 

Other wines’ production 
costs can be kept down by 
using modem mechanical 
equipment from picking the 
grapes to botling. But Yquem 
requires personal care and 
dedication at every stage of 
the cycle. It is still produced 
in exactly the same way as it 
was 130 years ago. 

According to local legend. 


that die grapes were overripe 
and contaminated by rot. 

. The Marquis gave the order 
for packing to start and, al¬ 
though the grapes were shri¬ 
velled and covered with mold, 
the wine was delicious. This 
mold, knowm locallj' as “the 
noble rot,” is the accident of 
a micro-climate which gives 
the Sautems \ineyards hcTt” 
sumer days following misty 
mornings. 

Since the Marquis’ first e.x- 
periment, grapes at Chateau 
d’Yquem have always been 
left on tlie\ine until they are 
rotten. Pickers have to go 
over the plants a dozen tfhies 
during a hanast lasting up to 
two months, to ensure that 
each grai)e is selected when it 
has reached the ideal stage of 
moldiness. 

'nils concentration on quali¬ 
ty mecms that each acre of 
vines at Chateau d’Yquem 
produces only 75 gallons of 
wine, compared with 500 gal¬ 
lons elsew here. Only 214 acres 
are in production at any given 
time. Each vine plant at 
Yquem produces only one 
glass of wine a year whereas 
the normal average is an en¬ 
tire bottle. 

France’s pedigree clas¬ 
sification of Bordeaux wines, 
which dates back to 1855 but 
is still valid today, ranks Cha¬ 
teau d’Yquem as the only 
“grand first growth”, out¬ 
ranking e\en tJie select band 
of “first growths”. 

“If the other leading wines 
can be rated as dukes,” says 
British wine expert Cyril Ray, 
“Chateau d’Yquem is a 
prince, the lordliest of all.”

Ford? 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
U.S. steel industry, already 
rocked by major production 
cuts because of reduced de¬ 
mand, soon may receive less 
business from ^ne of of its 
prime customers — Ford 
Motor Co, ^ 

Lee lacocca, president of 
the second-largest U.S. au¬ 
tomaker, said Wednesday that 
to compete with cheaper 
foreign cars. Ford soon may 
“look long and hard” at using 
large amounts of foreign 
■teel. 

Ford, which now imports 
less than three per cent of its 
steel, buj?s a minimum of L2 
million tons each year from 
U.S. firms. 

But lacocca said with 
foreign steel selling for $50 
less per ton than American 
steel, overseas automakers 
are getting an immediate ad¬ 
vantage. 

“A car is made up of 15,000 
parts and most are made of 
steel.” lacocca said during a 
meeting with financial writ¬ 
ers. “If a car’s got even a ton 
of steel and it’s $50 cheaper 
(overseas), you’re yielding 
$30 on the raw material be¬ 
fore you start putting the car 
together. 

“We’ve got to look long and 
hard at going to the world 
market to get the price of 
our car down, or else we can’t 
compete for our own con¬ 
sumers,” he added. 


Dome widens participation 
adding Beaufort partners 


CALGARY (CP) — Two 
more companies have an¬ 
nounced they hav'e purchased 
an interest in the Dome Petro¬ 
leum Ltd. offshore exploration 
program in the Beaufort Sea. 

Kaiser Resources Ltd. of 
Vancouver and Brenda Mines 
Ltd., owned 51-per-cent by 
Noranda Mines Ltd., each 
said Wednesday they have 
paid $5 million for a one-per¬ 
cent intei*esl in four blocks 
held by Dome in the Beaufort 
Sea. 


Dome has said several 
other companies and financial 
institutions hav^e made invest¬ 
ment in the Beaufort drilling 
I)rogram but the company has 
declined to identify the other 
investors or reveal the 
amounts invested. 

Last month, Canada Tung¬ 
sten Mining Corp. announced 
it made a similai* $5-million 
investment. 

It was followed by Unning 
Tractor and Equipment Co. 


wiiich paid $2.5 million for a 
half-per-cent share in the 
Beaufort piogram. 

Meanw'hile, Sunlite Oil Co. 
Ltd. of Calgary disclosed 
Wednesday that it has a one- 
I)er-cent override interest on a 
three-million acre block in the 
Beaufort Sea area controlled 
by Dome. 

Dome’s recently-announced 
natural gas discovery is locat¬ 
ed in the block.

1,000 men would begin moving 
south to the Biblical port ol 
Tyre and the inland market 
town of Nabatiyeh "passibly 
within a few days but at latest 
by the end of Uie first week of 
October.” 

Tyre and Nabatiyeh are 
about 11 miles and eight miles 
north of the Israeli border, le- 
ipectively. ( 

The Lebanese army — i-e- 
duced from its pre-rivil war 
strength of 17,000 to le.ss than 
3,000 — was expected to move 
Into villages directly involved 
in the b.irder fighting at a 
later stage. 

Military sources said the 
push to Tyre and Nabatiyeh 
may be accompanied by the 
dispatch of units soutli 


through the Bekaa Valley, 
past positions currently oc¬ 
cupied by Syrian troops of the 
Arab League peacekeeping 
force in Lebanon. 

They said no firm date had 
been set for the moves be¬ 
cause authorities in Beirut 
wanted to be sure the cease¬ 
fire was holding before com¬ 
mitting the limited Lebanese 
force at their disposal to the 
south. 

There had been scattered 
report of minor shooting vio- 
lation.s in -south Lebanon, but 
no serious breaches of the 
cease-fire.

NEW YORK (AP)-A new 
study blames cigarette- 
smoking for causing half of 
all bladder cancers in men 
and one-third of such cancers 
in women. 

Inhaling the smoke seems 
to be the important factor, 
and the risk increases with 
the number of cigarettes 
smoked, say Dr. Ernst L. 
Wynder and Dr. Robert Gold¬ 
smith. 

Writing in Cancer, the 
Journal of the American Can¬ 
cer Society, they tell of a 
five-year stutfy of 574 men 
and 158 women with bladder 
cancer, in 17 hospitals in six 
U.S. cities, comparing them 
with non-smokers. Both doc¬ 
tors are associated with the 
American Health Founda¬ 
tion, New York. 

The study confirms earlier 
ones linking bladder clancer 
with cigarettes, but the asso¬ 
ciation is not as strong as that 
for lung cancer, they said. 

Those persons now smok¬ 
ing between one-half and two

TORONTO (CP) - Police 
say two provincial court fil¬ 
ing clerks have been charged 
as a result of an investigation 
into fixing of traffic tickets 
over a two-year period. 

Former clerk Sybil Judith 
Mohamed pleaded guilty 
Aug. 11 to attempting to ob¬ 
struct justicg by removing 
documents from the court of- 
fice.and was put on probation 
for 12 months 

The other filing clerk has 
not \et been tried. Both 
clerks were charged and re 
signed in February. 

Sgt. Dennis Robinson, chief 
Investigating officer, said the 
ticket-HxIng operation in¬ 


packs a day had a doubled 
risk of bladder cancer. “At 
more than two packs a day. 
the risk is triple that of non- 
smokers.” 

When smokers quit, the ex¬ 
cess risk of bladder cancer 
tends to decline after seven 
years or longer, they said. 

The study found no signifi¬ 
cant difference in bladder 
cancer between persons who 
consumed artificial swee¬ 
teners and those who didn’t. 

But it added that the data 
reflects only consumption of 
those sweeteners that have 
been on the market for sever¬ 
al decades, not those deve¬ 
loped recently, such as cycla- 
mates. 

The doctors said they found 
no relationship between alco¬ 
hol consumption and bladder 
cancer in either men or 
women, but noted “a slight 
increase in relative risk for 
coffee drinkers, somewhat 
higher among men than 
women”

Doctors report vaccine breakthrough 


Meningitis shots effective 


Toronto hutting out 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — 
Doctors in the United States 
announced Wednesday that a 
vaccine had been proved ef¬ 
fective in protecting high-risk 
infants and young children 
against the life-threatening 
disease meningitis. 

Bacterial meningitis, an in¬ 
flammation of the mem 
branes covering the brain 
and spinal cord, can lead to 
neurological damage and 
death. 

Kach year it strikes an es¬ 
timated 20.000 people in the 
United States, most of them 
other>%ise healthy children. 
Between 2.000 and 3.000 men¬ 


ingitis victims die annually. 

The U S. National Institute 
of Allergy and Infectious Dis¬ 
eases. announcing the break¬ 
through. said it had come as 
the result of the trial vaccina¬ 
tion of 70.000 children in Fin¬ 
land following an epidemic 
that began there in 1973. 

"Today, for the first time, 
we are happy to report that a 
meningitis vaccine has been 
found effective in protecting 
children as young as three 
months—an important step 
forward in the control of this 
devastating illness.” Dr. Ri¬ 
chard Krause. institute 
director, said in a statement 


The institute said that dur¬ 
ing the NIAID-supported 
Finnish study, all the vaccin¬ 
ated children—volunteers 
aged from three months to 
five years—remained free of 
meningitis in the year follow¬ 
ing vaccination. 

The vaccine has been found 
to prevent bacterial meningi¬ 
tis caused by group A menin 
gococci. which has not been 
common in the United States; 
since the 1940s, although spo¬ 
radic outbreaks and isolated 
cases have occurred here and 
in Canada in recent years. 

The group A bacteria is 
also identified as an impor 


tant cause of meningitis in. 
parts of Africa—the so-called 
"meningitis belt*’ that 
stretches from the Sudan to 
Senegal—and has been re¬ 
sponsible for recent epide 
mics in Brazil and Finland. 

The possibility of an epide 
mic in the United States still 
exists. Dr. Martha Lepow. a 
pediatrician at the University 
of Connecticut School of Med¬ 
icine. told a news conference 
at the National Institutes of 
Health here. 

"We have not had any Inci 
dence of Group A (meningi¬ 
tis) disease for a long time, 
about 30 years, which means 


the population is susceptible 
to an epidemic.” 

Dr. Emil Gotschllch of 
Rockefeller University in 
New York told reporters: "At 
least three or four of 1.000 
children will have meningitis 
at some point in their life.” 

Dr. Lepow said the next 
step would be to find a vac¬ 
cine effective for all age 
groups. 

And the ultimate goal is to 
trjp develop preventive 
measures to the point where 
the new vaccine is routinely 
administered to infants, she 
said. 


TORONTO (CP) — Ciga¬ 
rette-, cigar- and pipe 
smokers in Toronto have only 
one more day to indulge in 
their habit in public places. 

Toronto’s no-smoking 
bylaw comes into effect ISat- 
urday, making it illegal to 
smoke in stores.. hospitals, 
elevators, escalators, office 
reception rooms and other 
areas of public assembly. 

Certain areas in hospitals, 
theatres and offices may be 
designated as smoking areas, 
with the exception of serv ice 
lines. 

Many office and store man¬ 
agers say they are worried 
about enforcement of the 
bylaw. 

Michael Nixon, deputy 
chief building officer for To¬ 
ronto and the official rt*spon- 


sible for the bylaw, said 
Wednesday he did not expect 
enforcement to be a major 
problem. 

"Besides, many people re¬ 
alize it is just good manners 
not to smoke in elevators or 


oUier closed spaces,” he said 

The bylaw carries fines of 
up to $1,000 fur anyone con 
victed of smoking illegally, or 
any proprietor who falls to 
enforce the bylaw on his pre 
mises.

The farmliouse IS long gone, 
as are most of the other trees 
on what used tt> lie the Fair- 
field farm, but it the Victoria 
Heritage Tree Society has its 
way. the Begbie Oak will be 
pi'eserved. 

WTiile nobody has yet said it 
shiuld come dowTi, concern 
has Ijeen expressed by some 
tenants of the Ailsa .\lansion, 
the aging but graceful apart¬ 
ment block at Cook anti Ool- 
linson on w'hose’jiroperty the 
tree stands, that more 
branches might fall, this time 
onto the apartment block it¬ 
self. 

Mike Gye, of Grecnleave* 
Tree Preservation Co. Ltd., 
who. Incidentally, is president 
of the heritage tree society, 
said he doubted the tree was 
di.seased. 

"Unlike other oaks, Garry 
• oak wood is slwrt-fibred. and 
a mature tree carrying a full 
weight of leaf can often drop 
a branch without warning dur¬ 
ing a dry spell when the heart- 
wood dries <xit.’’ he said.

Professor gets 

$103,500 
for whiplash 


Pi 65-year-old visiting 
professor at the University of 
Victoria was aw'arded $103,500 
damages in B.C. Supreme 
Court Thursday because of a 
whiplash car injury more 
than two years ago. 

ITie Supreme Court jury 
made the award at the con¬ 
clusion of a fouiMlay trial 
brought on by William Ep¬ 
stein, a Canadian-bom New 
York expert on disarmament. 

Liability was admitted at 
the outset of the trial and the 
only issue for the jury to de¬ 
cide w’as the amount of dam¬ 
ages. 

It awarded $75,000 general 
damages, $12,000 for future 
medical expense, $10,000 few 
future loss of earnings and 
$6,500 special damages. 

The award was against Vic¬ 


torians Paul Wyle, driver of 
the other car. and Eta Wyle. 
its owner. Insurance will 
cover the award. 

The accident occurred Feb. 
3, 1975, W'hen Epstein stopped 
his car at a crossw'alk wiiile 
driving east on Fort Street. 
He was struck in the rear by 
the Wyle vehicle, suffering a 
whiplash injury to his neck 
and back. 

Epstein worked for United 
Nations from 1945 to 1973 and 
was director of the disar¬ 
mament division.

When his grandmother read 
it. she said "far out" and 
that’s how Capital Region 
planner Allan Le Fevre knew 
the Metchosin settlement plan 
would be a hit. 

"Even a reporter will be 
able to understand this," he 
said. And he was right. 

District planners, well- 
known for and regularly cri¬ 
ticized for their "plannerese" 
have finally got the message, 
and the latest plan is written 
in plain English. 

The draft version of the 
plan, approved in principle by 
the region's lot;al planning 
and zoning committee Thurs¬ 
day. was lavishly praised by 
committee members tor its 
clarity. 

The plan, after a few minor 
adjustments, will go to the 
board for first and second 
reading, and then to a public 
hearing before final decisions 
are made. 

"Ev’erybody In Metchosin 
wm be cheering and jumping 
up and down with joy w'hen 
they read this,” commented 
Metchosin director Mac Tip- 
ton. 

"It means no sewers for 20 
years." he said, pointing to a 
section that insists that com¬ 
munity sew-er and water ser¬ 
vices would not be provided 
except w'here an earlier finan¬ 
cial commitment had been 
made. No such commitment 
had been made by Metchosin. 

The plan emphasizes the 
importance of retaining the 
agricultural land reserv'e that 
currently covers 2,531 acres of 
the district’s 17,000 acres. 

Tipton, and other commit¬ 


tee members agreed that al¬ 
though much of that land is in 
small parcels, it is still possi¬ 
ble to profitably farm such 
properties, perhaps with in¬ 
tensive. specialized crops, 
such as onions, sour cherries, 
.or strawberries. 

According to the plan, about 
40 per cent of Metchosin is 
classified as upland, with only 
limited potential^ for develo^»- 
ment. 

Minimum parcel size for 
upland to the west of .Sooke 
Road is 45 acres, and to the 
east, 10 acres. However, the 
plan does allow' for cluster 
hi>using to the east of Sooke 
Road, on 10-acre pancels, as 
long as the averageji^nsity of 
a develoi>ed iwrtiwi cbntinues 
to he 10 acres. 

Other parts of Metchosin 
are de.signaled rural residen¬ 
tial, with a two-acre mini¬ 
mum lot size where the water 
system is based on private 
wells, and one acre for lots on 
community water supply. 

One objective of the plan is 
to ensure that there is no sig¬ 
nificant increase in commer¬ 
cial activity In Metchosin, at 
the moment limited to the 
general store and garage in 
the village centre. 

The plan, however, recog¬ 
nizes the demand for small- 
scale hobby farms and home 
industries, which may lead to 
roadside stands and other out¬ 
buildings. 

Industi*y. according to the 
plan, should be discouraged 
wherever it disrupts the rural 
character of the community. 

At the moment there is only 
8 ccmcrete pipe manufac¬ 
turing plant and small scale 
gravel extraction operation.

But the catch, 
he said, is that the municipal 
affairs ministry had directed 
that the region board can’t

The commission’s hands are 
tied at a time when the con¬ 
crete pipe could be bought 
now' at a S200.000 saving, bas¬ 
ed on GVWD commissioner 
Ron Upward’s estimates of 
pipe costs In February.

"Once tne multi-billion pipe 
deal op north is authorized, 
the pipemakers will .be busy 
and wxm’t want to sell to us," 
Gumming said. 

"We have had bids from 
several companies for cement 
and steel pipes. The low’est 
acceptable works out to 
$200,000 l^ss than Ron Ujyward 
estimated for the same pipe 
last year,” he said. 

Bickering is hampering ne¬ 
gotiations "to the extent that 
there can be no agreement on 
the commission now that any 
vote taken without Sidney’s 
participation wtKild have little 
value in the eyes of the mu¬ 
nicipal affairs ministrj',’’ 
Gumming said. 

Central Saanich Aid. Dave 
Hill, noting that Tregaskis 
and Lang had been "instruct¬ 
ed by council" not to partici¬ 
pate. said: "If my council 
said, that to me. I would tell 
them two words, and it 
wouldn’t be Happy Motoring, 

I can tell you that," 

Other commission memtiers 
said the move by the Sidney 
representatives would only 
delay the construction of a 
[)ennanent pi^^line. The per¬ 
manent water supply from 
Sooke Lake is expected in 
about two years, and may end 
decades of water shortages on 
the peninsula. 

"Sidney has no right to in¬ 
struct its members how to 
vote at commission meet¬ 
ings." Gumming said. . 

"You can advise cdiincil," 
he said, addressing Tregaskis 
and Lang, "but council cannot 
tell you what to do. I’m quot¬ 
ing the regulations now’, not 
my own personal opinion.” 

"Incomprehensible." North 
Saanich Aid. George West- 
wood said, refening to the 
Sidney stand. 

‘‘Surely the minister 
(Curtis) has told us to get <iff 
the pot -- if v^e don't, w'e ‘the 
commission) won’t be in exis¬ 
tence,” Westwood said. 

Central Saanich represent a- 
tive-at-largc Joe Taylor, a 
dairy farmer, said that "as 
an independent member on 
tliis commission. I find it 
quite perturbing at times that 


we sit here and instead of 
looking at the problem as a 
whole, we worry about what 
area I’m from, and when I 
say ‘r, I mean the commis- 
sion members as a whole.

Rest Haven site 
future alive 
for long care 


While Rest Haven General 
Hospital’s days may be over 
but the hospital’s site could 
still be used in the future tor 
longterm care, re(gional hos¬ 
pital planner Murry Halket 
said Thursday. 

"The ban is to some extent 
in our court," Halkett said 
when asked what the future 
held for the Rest Haven site. 

To help implement new pro¬ 
vincial initiatives in long-term 
care which will lake effex't in 
1978, the Caiital Region Dis¬ 
trict will appoint a long-term 
care commiltee, and possibly 
hire a long-term care cooi> 
dinator. 

The committee will advise 
the hospital planning commis¬ 
sion on the need for new long¬ 
term care facilities in the re¬ 
gion, and one of the key ele¬ 
ments will he the location of 
such facilities. Halkett said. 

A letter from the Rest 
Haven hospital board last 
June, asking that the hospital 
be used tor long-term care 
after it is phased out as an 
acute-care hospital next 
spring, "indicates the hospi¬ 
tal’s willingness to participate 
in a long-term program, and 
that they have a site avail¬ 
able,” Tlalkett said. 

The long-term care commit¬ 
tee. which as yet has not been 
formed, will treat the hospi¬ 


tal’s letter as an application 
for consideration as a site for 
a long-term care facility, he 
stated. 

Rest Haven's chairman. A. 
W. Kaj-tor, said Thursday 
that the hospital board was 
disappointed with the hospital 
planning commission’s rejec¬ 
tion Wednesday of the exist¬ 
ing facility for long-tcrnv 
care. 

"We now know' that the 
present structure is unaccep¬ 
table. but W'e are hoping there 
is some other wray It can be 
used for health care." 

Kaytor said that Rest Ha¬ 
ven’s supporters (the hospital 
is owned by the Sev'«ith-day 
Adv’entist (Thurch) hope to 
erect a 75 to 150-bed long¬ 
term care wing on the hospi¬ 
tal, but to make use of the 
existing dining room, kitchen 
and laundry facilities. 

Those facilities are all on 
the ground floor, and the fire 
hazards that made the hospi¬ 
tal planning commission re¬ 
ject the e.xi.sting building as a 
place for patients wxwld not 
be applicable for the support 
facilities. 

"We think the building is 
too good to be torn down and 
we want to make some use of 
it," Kavior ^aid. 

"We don’t see any need for 
duplicating these services b>' 
putting them ii\ a new build¬ 
ing." 


Contagious capers 

‘ Hospital flights 
agitate police 


While Victoria’s hospitals 
would like to find a few more 
empty beds so they don’t have 
to put patients on stretchers 
in the halls, they should dis¬ 
courage their patients, espe¬ 
cially those with contagious 
diseases, from vacating beds 
on their own. 

That was the message that 
the Victoria General hospital 
board received Thursday 
night from board member 
Keith Terlson, a Victoria po¬ 
liceman. 

Terlson said police officers 
were upset recently when they 
picked up a patient who had 
wandered from the hospital 
and took him back in a police 
van and then discovered on 
their arrival thjat the man had 
a highly infectious case of tu¬ 
berculosis. 

The policemen had to have 
injections, and the van was 
sterilized after the incident. 

To make things even worse, 
the patient, who w'as quar¬ 
tered in the hospital annex, 
decided to take another mid¬ 
night W'alk, and although the 
police w’ere prepared for him 
the second time, they had 
serious reservations about 
how well the hospital was 
watchlnif^ over its patients, 


and informing the police 
about their conditions. 

"It’s not easy to keep peo¬ 
ple in the annex,” hospital ad¬ 
ministrator James Fair said. 

Medical director Don Car- 
low told Terist>n that patients 
with highly contagious condi¬ 
tions were rarely put in the 
V) annex. 

Meanwhile, the Southern 
Vancouver Island Society', 
which operates Victoria Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, has decided to 
hold a general meeting half¬ 
way through the year. 

More fi^uent meetings of 
the society to keep the mem¬ 
bership informed was one of 
the demands of the mem¬ 
bership at the stormy annual 
general meeting of the society 
last April, a meeting at which 
Incumbent directors, includ¬ 
ing the chairman, were turfed 
out and nominees from the 
floor were elected to the 
board. 

Taking the hint, the soci¬ 
ety’s board of management 
decided Thursday to hold a 
special meeting of the society 
on Wednesday, Nov. 2. The 
location has not yet been de¬ 
termined. 

The main item on the agen¬ 
da will be a prepress report 
on the planning of the new 
hospital on Helmcken Road.

Coho die being taken in all waters from Port Renfrew 
ihroueh t(« Campbell PJxci . with some area.s hotter than 
others, and winter chinooks limmaturc smaller chin<x)k.st are 
starting t ■ appear |n a variety of spots. 

Mingling with them arj stil! fair numbers of big migrat¬ 
ing chimx)k.s. including tyee in the Albemi Inlet waters. 

Rivers aie starting to come alive with trout following the 
migrating salmon and hoijing for a feed on the salmon eggs. 
Jacks, which precede the runs of chinooks and coho are al¬ 
ready in most rivers. 

But. anglers seeking to fish the rivers had better study 
their non-tidul sjiorts fishing regulations, plus their tidal 
.sports lishing regulations and take note of any special clo- 
•ures. 

Most of the |X)pular rivers are still closed to all salmon 
fishing w'hile the chinooks are entering, manj' other rivers 
have a barbtess hook, catch and release regulations, and 
others are closed in specitic areas. 

Jigging is prohibited in all rivers. .Xctually common sense 
.*nd ethics can pretty well dictate. Where there is an uban- 
dance ol salmon it is legal to catch a limit of two in a river, 
but no one should try to catch them on the actual spawning 
beds. 

This i.s the time to trv tly lishing and other elitist-tyT>e 
sr*orts fishing methods.

Secietar;. Island, Tri.p Shark. Bedtord. and Church Ls- 
land, and the Redder Bay kelp beds have been fairly hoi for 
coho.and winter chinooks. with the odd big chinook. 

Strip, minnow. Radiant Squirt and Krippled Octopus 
trpllers have been gelling plenty of action, but the drift 
lishermen have been having most fun. 

One productive method the drift fishermen have found is 
to look (or the bird action which signifies surface bait, spieed 
out to that area, and then try casting their lures and retrieve 
them fairly shallow. 

The Flats off Oak Bay have been producing tor drift fisher¬ 
man, ^ 

Charlie White has been getting limits of small two to 
5e\en-pound chinook., trolling small herring strip off the 
^out^. end ol Janies Island on downrigger at 60 feet. 

During the past month Jim Gilbert reports there has been 
an abnormal show'ing of small shrimiKs m the Coldstream 
Island to McCurdy Point waters of Saanich Inlet. 

This has resulted in goexi showings near the surface of 
fi\e to eight-fiound coho, grilse and small chinooks, but they' 
have been taken both on the surface on light colored bucktail 
flies — light green and red and white — or when you get 
drwTi to the Deep Hole area very deep on revolving flasher at 
100 to 150 feet and I’i pounds of weight on pale green and 
white, or white. Krippled Octopus. 

“There is no doubt in my mind that the Coldstream feeding 
program has produced more feeding coho than usual in 
Saanich Inlet” opines Gilbert. "It looks like an encouraging

There’s light — and a dark 
cloud — on the horizon for 
Philip Delesalle, Canada's 
premier gymnast. 

Widely-regarded as one of 
the outstanding male per¬ 
formers in his sport, the Id- 
year-old Victoria resident has 
a fiossibility of obtaining fi¬ 
nancial assistance from the 
lefleral gov-ernment under 
plans announced recently. 

But there’s a catch. 

The money — about $5,000 
has been mentioned — de¬ 
pends on Philip’s perfbrm- 
ance at the prestigious World 
Cup championships ne.Kt 
month in Oviedo, Spain. 

And for the first time In his 
international career, Philip is 
injured. 

Coach John Herb said 
Thursday at Victoria Sports 
School, his prize pupil has a 
bruised muscle and stretched 
ligaments in his lower left 
side, an injury suffered last 
weekend at a 10-country meet 
in Oechoslovakia. 

"The doctor said Philip 
could start light workouts by 
'Puesday or Wednesday and if 
all goes well, he should be 100 
f^er cent fit for the World 
Cup.” 

After placing .second all¬ 
round in the compulsorie.s and 
optionals, Delesalle vvas fa¬ 
vored in many of the finals 
but was forced to withdraw 
from competition after being 
injured during the vault rou¬ 
tine. He was momentarily 
blinded by a hanging light, 
lost control and twisted his 
back badly. A doctor or¬ 
dered Delesalle to hosjpdtal 
for a checkup and he was ad- 
vis^ not to continue compet¬ 
ing* 

Teammate Owen Walstrom, 
another member of the Rnenv'- 
ing VSS fraternity, placed 
14th over-all in the 26-man 
competition inv'olving gym¬ 
nasts from all parts of 
Europe, Russia and Great 
Britain. 

Comjietition at the World 
Cup. set ffom Oct. 25-30, 
liromises to be much tougher 
as only the top 18 male and 18 
temale g>mnasts in the world, 
based on the 1976 01>-mpics 
and other maior meets since, 
have been invited. 

Philip is the first, and only, 
Canadian invited to participa¬ 
te. 

Included in the field are 
Olymjiic all-round champitm 
Nikolai Andrianov of the So¬ 
viet Union, Japan’s brilliant 
Eizu Kensumoto and two of 
Pwussia’s top yourtg gymnasts. 
Alexandre Ditiatin and Vladi¬ 
mir Markelov, both 20. 

As in the Montreal Games. 
Philip is the youngest male 
gymnast entered, having cele¬ 
brated his 19lh birthday on 
’June 18. 

“Philip is ver>' popular at 
international meets becau.se 
ol his age.” Herb explained, 
•as most top male gymnasia 
are between 22 and 30 years 
old.” 

Delesalle, or more i^roperly 
Victoria Sports School, has 
been tentatively promised fed¬ 
eral aid should Philip finish in 
the top six in one or two of 
the individual elements. 

At the Czech meet, Philip 
placed first in parallel bars, 
sidehorse this specialty) and 
high bar (with his best-ever 
score), third in floor exercises 
and vault, and seventh in 
rings, the only event in which 
he tailed to qualify for the 
finals. Walstrom w'as second 
in high bar. third in parallel 
bars, fifth in floor exercises 
and sixth in vault. 

The performance of Dele¬ 
salle and Walstrom was ex¬ 
ceptional considering the two 
Canadians w-ere hung up by

an international airline con¬ 
trol lei's’ strike and missed a 
flight from Prague to Bys¬ 
trica, about 250 miles away. 
Herb was able to gel a 
standby seat but Delesalle 
and Walstrom were forced to 
take the train, wtiich in¬ 
volved a 14-hour journey on 
wtxxlen seats, no food and lit¬ 
tle heat. The Canadians 
missed the training (ime allo¬ 
cated to them and went di¬ 
rectly into competition. 

Tlie travel hassles are simi¬ 
lar to the problems Herb and 
Delesalle have had in secur¬ 
ing government aid. 

Philip did receive $250 per 
month for six months prior to 
the Olympics but the aid 
stopped the minute the final 
ceremonies concluded. 

It’s been a tough struggle 
since and only a coaching job 
at the Sports School — plus 
tree coaching b>' Herb — has 
kept him in competitive trim. 

As he is an amateur, the 
federal money, if obtained, 
will go to the Sports.School to 
help develop gj-mnastics in 
this area. And they’ll help 
make up for the $120-a-month 
in- coaching fees Herb has 
gone without for nearly seven 
years. 

While the federal and pro¬ 
vincial sr)orts mandarins 
haven’t seen fit to help Dele¬ 
salle. several lop American 
universities t Washington, Mi-

chigan and UCLA-Berkeley 
included) are most interested 
in having him .join their 
teams. Offers of full scholar¬ 
ships— worth about 
.$10.000—are lying in a folder 
on Herb’s desk, 

"The American colleges are 
most generous but Philip 
prefers to stay here, working 
toward a big year in 1978,” 
Herb said. 

Heading the itinerary is the 
Commonwealth Ciames in Ed- 
montxm next summer and the 
world championships in Ger¬ 
many later in the year. 

The world championships 
are most important as the top 
eight teams will automati¬ 
cally qualify for the 1980 
Olympics in Moscow. Gym- 
na.sts may also qualify indi¬ 
vidually as Delesalle diid last 
year, finishing 22nd over-all in 
the finals, hlghest-ever plac¬ 
ing for a Canadian gymnast 
in the Olympics. 

But what haijpens after the 
1980 Games, when Philip will 
be only 22 and starting what 
should be his most productive 
years? 

“We’ll have to wait and 
sec.” Herb said. “He’s been 
like a son to me since !• start¬ 
ed coaching him in 1971 but 1 
don’t know how long it can 
continue. 1 am committed to 
Philip until 1980 when I be¬ 
lieve he could be an Olympic 


champion in Moscow' but after 
that I don’t know.” 

Herb, wiio also operates 
gymnastic schools in Cobble 
Hill and Sidney, has several 
|X)tential Olympic candidates 
registered and has attracted 
gymna.sts from Edmonton 
and R«d Deer for full-time in¬ 
struction at his school, located 
behind Christ Church Cathe¬ 
dral on Quadra Street.

AUGUSTA. G«. (AP> 

Qiff Roberts, the iron-fisted 
co-founder and chairman of 
the Mastei-s for 43 years, was 
found dead of a self-inflicted 
gunshot %wiind TTiursday at 
the Agusta National Golf Club 
which he helped build. 

Roberts. 84. was discovered 
by club officials in a creek 
b^ behind the cabin owned 
by the late i)re8kient Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. 

"Death was caused by a 
self-inflicted w<xind.’’ a state¬ 
ment from the club said. "Mr. 
Robei-ts had been in ill health 
tor severEil montlis.” 

Funeral arrangements had 
not yet been made, but club 
officials said priv'ate services 
would be held tn Augtista. 

Deane Beman. commis¬ 
sioner of the Professional 
Golfers Association, said golf 
had lost "a real champion” in 
Roberts’ death. 

"The PGA tour has lost a 
great friend, but more than 
that, the game of golf has lost 
a real champion,” said 
Beman. a former tour player. 


Era passes with Cliff Roberts 


"Mr. Roberts’s abiding inter¬ 
est was in the play of the 
game and the value it held for 
the individual. Hfs ideals were 
always uppermost in the 
or>eration of the Masters tour¬ 
nament. At Augusta, the 
game, the competition w:as of 
first importance.” 

Golfing great Arnold 
Palmer also mourned Rob¬ 
erts’ death. 

"TTte death of Cliff Roberts 
marks the passing of one of 
the great eras of mddem 
golf.” said Palmer. “Dvery- 
IxKly In golf studied the opera¬ 
tion .if the Masters’ consider¬ 
ing it probably the best-run 
tournament in the world.” 

- Roberts joined tlie late 
Bobby Jones in 1931 to raise 
money to build the Augusta 
National course, which was 
designed by the late Dr. 
Alister Mackenzie. 

Jones and Roberts picked 


Augusta because its climate 
was ideal Cor fall, winter and 
spring golf and there was an 
old plantation on the site that 
tor a century had been devel¬ 
oped as a botanical garden. 

The first champion of the 
Masters, which was first 
called the Augusta National 
Tournament, w'as Horion 
Smith. No amateur has ever 
won the event, which has 
been held annually except 
during the war years of 
1943-45. 

Roberts held tlie Job of 
chairman until the end of the 
1976 Masters, when he relin¬ 
quished the post to William H. 
Lane, a Houston businessman. 

Roberts spent his youth on 
a ranch outside San Diego. 
Calif., but he lived most erf his 
adult life in New York Oty, 
where he eventualy took 
over a stock brokerage and 


an investment bank which 
has 70 branches across the 
nation. 

He once said his own inter¬ 
est in golf would have re¬ 
mained that of a businessman 
who enjoys the gauie on die 
weekei|d had he not met 


Jones, who in 1930 became the 
nation’s only golfer to vvin the 
four major tournaments, 
Roberts, who had a sharp 
sense of detail, has run the 
tournament as a hobby and 
under his directiwi, it has be¬ 
come a mxxlel of operation for 


^If tournaments all over the 
world. 

“I don’t take any credit for 
the success of the tournament 
because I think another finan¬ 
cial man who could have eif- 
forded to do it. had he hap¬ 
pened to be in the same part¬ 
nership role I was, would 
have done the same thing,” 
he once said. 

Roberts is survived by his 
widow, Betty, kA Los Angeles.

NEW Y^K (AP) — He 
was always known as Mr. 
Roberts. 

Even his closest friends 
rarely indulged in the fami- 
liarty of calling him Cliff. A 
private person, he presented a 
cold, austere facade which 
few’ penetrated. Yet the hand- 
tul able to break through the 
ice coating found underneath 
a w’amith and wry sense of 
humor the world was never 
allow’ed to see or appreciate. 

He w’as the man behind the 
Masters, 

Clifford Roberts Is dead at 
age 84. Don’t build him a 
monument. The monument is 
already there in the Augusta 
National Golf Course, the 
most majestic in the world. 
Don’t sent flowers. They 
adorn ev er>’ one of Augusta’s 
18 holes — a^aleas. jasmine, 
camellias and dogwood, sha- 
dovvwl by towering pines. His 
tombstone; golf’s finest spec¬ 
tacle. 

Although the Masters car¬ 
ries the thumb-print of Atlan¬ 
ta’s immoiial Bobby Jones, it 
was Mr. Roberts. Jones’ close 
Iriend, who nurtured it in its 
weening years, pampered and 
molded and protected it until 
it became te model erf golf 
tournaments everywhere. 

Y'et none could match it. 

"The Masters is unique, 
said author Alistair Cooke, 
the devotee of golf and the 
American heritage. "Masters 
Week is like taking a leisurely 
stroll in the country.” 

It was Roberts who. with 
Bob Jones, picked out the 
365-acre site on the outskirts 
of Augusta and. converted it 
into a golf course of indescrib¬ 
able beauty. 

At first, the Masters, start¬ 
ed in 1934. was Intended to be 
an invitation affair, a pleas¬ 
ant outing in the spring for 
j Bob Jones and his friends,

and that’s all it was through 
tlie early years. 

F'inally, in the late 1960s 
with the emergence of Arnold 
Palmer and golf on the na¬ 
tional television screens, 
blasters fdver soared. 

But Roberts refused to let 
anyone spoil It. He withstood 
the growing pressures of com¬ 
mercialism. He called the 
shots for the TV broadcast. 
He lirnited the number and 
length of commercial breaks. 
He even dictated the selection 
of commentators. 

He resisted the carnival at¬ 
mosphere which became com¬ 
mon with other major tour¬ 
naments. No tents. No 
hucksters. No ripoffs. Ticket 
prices were kept at a moder¬ 
ate level, despite mushroom¬ 
ing demands, and there were 
no favors for special Interests. 
The Masters never was al¬ 


lowed to change. It remained 
a "family party.” 

Roberts became the target 
of criticism because of his ob¬ 
stinacy and strict adherence 
to traction. He set a standard 
for his Masters invitation list 
and stuck by it. 

Some called him a racist 
because he refused to change 
his qualification standard to 
admit a token black player. 

*T wxmld welcome a black 
player,” Roberts insisted, 
“w-hen one qualifies.” Lee 
Elder qualified. Roberts gave 
him a reception accorded few 
other players. 

Roberts, a lean, stem- 
visaged inv’estment tycoon, 
was a close friend and golfing 
partner of president Dwight 
D. Eisenhow’er. But when Dee 
wanted to chop dowm a tree at 
Augusta. Roberts said; “No.” 

It was typical of the man.

LONDON lAP) Braal’s 
lop coffee executive rejected 
calls to reduce high coffee 
prices and said Wednesday 
his country was determined to 
sell coffee at rates that Will 
bring llie income needed to 
develop its economy. 

Camillo Calazans, speakkig 
to a packed chamber at il»e 
annual council meeting of the 
International Coffee Organiza¬ 
tion, turned down a Colom¬ 
bian proposal that coffee 
prices be reduced to promote 
consumption. 

Calazans pi*esideni of the 
Brazilian Coffee Institute, 
also said current high coffee 
prices came not so much 
from tlie Brazilian frost of 
1975 but from 15 years of un- 
. growing nations. 

He said that if Brazil had 
not 8UiH>li^ ill* coffee to plug 
thi.s deficit, world markets 
would have been under¬ 
supplied. That would have re- 
.suited in prices soaring long 
before they did. 

He said Brazil had ac¬ 
cumulated stocks totalling 65 
million bags of green coffee in 
1965, but because it plugged 
annual deficits aince then, the 
Braziilan Institute was left 
with only 142 million bags in 
reserve on Aug. 31 this year. 
A bag of coffee weighs 132 
pounds.

A Pennsylvania couple who 
set out ti> bet their life sav¬ 
ings In a state lottery have 
finished winners-even before 
the final drawing that might 
make tliem rich. 

Tom Drake, 30. a real es¬ 
tate .salesman who decided to 
lake the gamble after seeing 
the movie Rocky. 

“We played the game to 
win and we came out ahead.” 

The Drakes spent $14,100 on 
tickets. A $10,000 winner, two 
Sl.OOO winners and several 
$10Us, $25s and $5s have put 
their earnings ai more than 
$15,000. 

Because some winning tick¬ 
ets award more tickets as 
prizes, the Drakes went 
through almost 10,000 
chances. 

They netted l.'iOS qualifiers 


for the semi-final drawings 
that select the 100 persons 
with a chance to become an 
“instant millionaire” and col¬ 
lect $1,000 a week for life. 

The state lottery draws one 
finalist ticket from 40,000 qua¬ 
lifiers a daily basis. The

“We figure oUr odds of 
being a finalist are ab>ut 1 in 
34,” Drake said, “'That's a lot 
better than the 180,000-to-l 
odds against winning $10,000.”

starting October 1st, 1977, the 
wearing of seat belts becomes 
mandatory for most British 
Columbians, in accordance with 
new amendments to the Motor- 
vehicle Act. 

The newly-enacted seat belt regulations 
apply not only to drivers, but also to pas¬ 
sengers, as well as to those who sell motor 
vehicles Here are the main provisions- 

Unlawful to sell or operate a motor 
vehicle without seat belts. 

Since December 31st, 1963, the law has 
stated that no person in B.C. may sell or 
operate a motor vehicle manufactured or 
assembled after December 1,1963 unless 
theijVehicle is equipped with at least two 
seat belt assemblies for use in the front 
seat. The term “seat belt assembly” means 
a device suitably attached to the vehicle 
and composed ot straps, webbing or 
similar material that restrains the movement 
of a person in order to prevent or lessen 
injury. The term “seat belt" applies to both 
pelvic and upper torso restraints. 

Seat belts may not be removed. 

It also becomes unlawful to remove seat 
belts from a motor vehicle, or to make ^ny 
alterations which might reduce the effec 
tiveness ot seat belts. This applies to all 
vehicles requiring seat belts under this new 
legislation or under the Motor Vehicle 
Safety Act (Canada) 

Olivers and passengers must use 
seat belts. 

Effective October 1st. no person shall ride 
in a motor vehicle in British Columbia 
without properly using the seat belts 


attached to that vehicle. This means that 
both drivers and passengers must wear the 
seat belt assemblies in a properly adjusted 
and securely fastened manner. It is the 
responsibility ot each passenger 16 years of 
age or older to utilize the seat belt pro¬ 
vided for his or her seat. 

There are exceptions to this rule. Seat belts 
are not required when any ot the following 
conditions apply: 

1. When driving a motor veHicle in reverse 

2. When the driver or passenger is unable 
to wear a seat belt tor medical reasons 
In such cases, the individual must be 
able to produce a certificate issued by 
the Superintendent of Motor Vehicles or 
by a medical practitioner stating that 
for medical reasons-or because of the 
person's size, build or other physical 
characteristic-that person is unable 

to wear a seat belt. 

3. When the driver is engaged in work that 
requires leaving and re-entering the 
vehicle at frequent intervals. This exemp¬ 
tion only applies when the vehicle is 
driven at a speed not exceeding 

40 kilometres per hour. 

Driver responsible for young passengers. 
The new legislation requires that drivers 
take responsibility for seat belt use by 
passengers from 6 to 15 years ot age This 
means that when a passenger in that age 
category occupies a seat equipped with a 
seat belt, the driver must make sure the 
seat belt is properly adjusted and fastened 
Again, there are exceptions to this rule- 
seat belts are not required when either 
of the following conditions apply: 

1. When the passenger can produce a 


certificate issued by the Superintendent 
or a medical practitioner stating that for 
medical reasons-br because of the 
person's size, build or other physical 
characteristic-a seat belt cannot 
be worn 

2. When the passenger is engaged in work 
that requires leaving and re-entering 
the vehicle at frequent intervals... and 
where that vehicle does not travel more 
than 40 kilometres per hour 
Use of lap and shoulder harnesses. 

In any motor vehicle, where a seat belt 
assembly consists of a pelvic restraint and 
a separate upper torso restraint only the 
pelvic restraint need be worn. However, the 
use ot both assemblies is desirable. 
Penalties for seat bPIt infractions. 

On October 1st, peace officers will begin 
checking tor seat belt use throughout B.C. 

A violation ot any of the regulations 
outlined here makes the offender liable ..^ 
tot a fine of up to $100. 

Seat belt legislation is aimed at reducing 
the number and severity of injuries due 
to traffic accidents. Start “buckling up”' 
today... and help make driving safer for 
yourself and all British Columbians.

CTironic insomnia attects 25 
million to 30 million Ameri¬ 
cans. according to Thomas .1. 
Coates, research director of 
the self-management reseerrh 
program at Stanford Universi¬ 
ty’s Centre for Educational 
Research. And almost every¬ 
one experiences insomnia oc¬ 
casionally. 

With Carl E. Thoresen, a 
profes.sor, of education and 
psychology at Stanford, 
Coates has v\Titten a book. 
How to Sleep Better; A Drug- 
Free Program for Chercom- 
ing Insomnia, ymblished by 
Prentice-Hall. Inc. It de- 
sv'ribes a behavioral self- 
management approach to 
sleeping problems tested at 
Stanford in •which Mrs. Dee 
and others participated fbr the 
past four years. 

But what e.-KacUy Is insfjm- 
nia? Coates’ definition: “You 
are suffering from Insomnia If 
it takes >’ou longer than 30 
minutes during the night and- 
or sleep less than hours a 
night. Also, your daytime 
functioning must fie im- 
imired.” He emyhasizes the 
last pert: Even if a i)erson’8 
sleep is short or disturbed, 
there is nf) sleep y»n)blem 
unless daytime fatigue re¬ 
sults. 

Coates iKtints out that in¬ 
somnia is one of those catch¬ 
all terms that in fact covers a 
variety of disorders. It is. for 
example, characteristic of the 
second trimester of preg-

nancy and the postpartum 
I)eriod. of yieople with heart, 
kidney or li\er disea.ses or 
diabetes. These are medical 
problems re<iuiring medical 
treatment. 

“It’s the rest, those whose 
in.somnia is due to transient 
or chi-onic stress, we try to 
work with,” Coates says. 

He [joints out that Ameri¬ 
cans s[>end about a third of 
their lives asleep 24 years 
out of 70. Yet we know’ little 
about sleep. Only in the 1960s 
was it learned that there are 
in fact two different kinds of 
sleep. REM and non-REM. 
REM, or rapid eye movement 
sleep, is when we dream. 
Non-REM sleep can be divid¬ 
ed into tour stages, from light 
to deep slee|). 

Both kinds of sleep are ne«'- 
essary but how much of 
both [leople need is another 
'question. According to me<li- 
cal records, one Englishman 
gets by on <»nly 15 minutes to 
an hour of sleep each night 
and feels [jerfectly fine. A 17- 
year-old high scIkx)1 student 
named Randy Gardner man¬ 
aged to go 264 hours 11 
days without sleep. When 


he finally did go to bed, he 
slp[)t 14 hours and then a nor¬ 
mal 8 hours the follaAing 
night.

On top of all that, she had re- 
cMirring bouts with skin 
cancer of the face, the result 
of x-ray treatments lor acne 
when she was a teen-ager.

da.v but then does not sleep 
well at night. One lady I 
worked with took 15 milli¬ 
grams of Valium and 15 
ounces of wine each night. 
Then there was a man w-ho 
took three to six oimces of 
vodka when he went to bed 
and again at 3 a.m., plus Va¬ 
lium, No wonder they com¬ 
plained they 'didn’t teel good’ 
during the day.” 

Alcohol, he said, is second 
only to barbiturates in its 
harmful effects on i-Ieep.

Slxv discovered that s o m e | 
her daytime activities were 
getting in the way of a restful I 
night. All too often she waited ; 
until late at night to prepare 
for the classes she was teach¬ 
ing and so w’as overstimulated 
when she went to bed.

There was Bob Saunclere, ol 
the Conceroed Citizen's 
Group, demanding that con¬ 
sideration of the proi)osal he 
deferred until Municipal /VI- 
fairs Minister Hugh Curtis re¬ 
ceived a report fit>m a s{>ecial 
committee investigating ro- 
gional goveiTiment lhit>ughout 
the province. 

As far as Saunders was con¬ 
cerned. any problems in the 
Langford area should lie 
.blamed on the Capital Ro- 
gion. 

There ^^as l.angfoi’d resi¬ 
dent Paul Hanson, demanding 
to be told if incon>roation 
would mean that re.sidents 
“will l/e shucked of the bu¬ 
reaucratic monster called the 
Capital Regional Disdict,” 

Hanson also wanted lo know 
why figures in^an cstimate<l 
budget for Lajpfoi’d-Colwo»xl 
showed e>^>enditures of 
$134,772, when Langford alone 
already has a $204,000 budget, 
and Colwood's budget is about 
the same. 

There was a volunteer fii-e- 
nian. one of several threaten¬ 
ing to quit if more demands 
are put upon the defiartment 
without the firemen's consent. 

At the moment, he said, 
Langford firemen attend 160 
calls a year, while Ci>lw’ood 
firemen attend I.'IO, Would an 
incorporated department mean 
tuiTi'ing out to 290? 

And then there was Lang¬ 
ford's Aubrey Jenkins who 
gave a six-point discourse on 
how various levels of local 
government had failed to re- 
inx?sent the iieople who voted 
them into power. 

“I have no hesitation but to 
urge j’ou to vole no until these 
questions are resolved,’* he 
said. 

There was some support from 
beleaguered chairman Earl 
Pallister. 

At one point John McDlree, 
who used to be PalUster*s al¬ 
ternate on the regional board, 
referred to Saunders’ opinions 
as “the lunatic fringe.” 

McDlree said the close-up 
tiew he had of the regional 
board con\inred him that 
Langford needed its own local 
government. 

He said he had watched 
L<ingford's affairs being go¬ 
verned by an e\ er-increasing 
body ot bureaurrat.s and by 
I)etjple from other areas “who 
don’t even know whero we 
are.*’ 

Another speaker sympa¬ 
thized with Pallister and other 
committee members. and 
wondered why they had to 
take the abuse they were get¬ 
ting. 

Bill Temple who. with Pal¬ 
lister. led the opposition to the 
last incoiT>f)ration attem[)t in 
1968, wondered why Curtis 
was willing to give a new mu¬ 
nicipality $10 million over the 
next five years. 

“I>> you recall?.’* Pallister 
asked. “Nine years ago we 
I said there was no damn way 
we would t)e involved in incor¬ 
poration until they gave us a 
dowT>'. Maybe this is the 
dowry.” 

Although T^lli.ster frequent¬ 
ly denied the charge, several 
menil>eis <Tf the audience said 
they fell the committee hafj 
already n>ade up its mind 
that tliere would be a Nov. 19 
vote on incorporation, and 
also knew exactly •' ^vliich 
areas would be voting. 

The meeting, tliey said, was 
a sham. 

They T»<>inted out that with 
only seven weeks to go before 
the pix:>!)osed vote there is no 
time lor local residepts to 
digest the Inforniallon which 
the committee had spent 18 
months collecting and which 
was expected to give direction 
to the committee. 

The conmiittee is due to re- 


jKirt. with recommendations 
lo Curtis, by mid-October. 

Said one: “When I first got 
hero it appeai*ed you wanted 
feedback, but then I realized 
that you are showing us a red 
herring by talking about ik>s- 
sible boundaries. 

“You are trying to mislead 
us with this talk about alter¬ 
natives away fix»m the fact 
that it is local government we 
aro talking about.” 

There were repeated at- 
tem|)ls to have the audience 
vote on how they felt about 
local government, possible 
boundaries, or deferment of 
the vote for more information. 
Pallister refused to entertain. 
any motions. 

He said he was simply giv¬ 
ing information and listening 
to wimt people had to say. 

Asked to sum up his im¬ 
pression of the meeting, he 
said he woirtd wait until after 
all area meetings in Colwood, 
View Royal and Aletchosin 
had been held before saying 
an>Thing. 

He also said he had a per¬ 
sonal view of the issue, w’hich

M. V. Chesnut’s«— 

Garden Notes 



In yesterday’s column 1 tried to re¬ 
capture some of the frenzy and madness 
that swept across Holland in the 17th 
century — the tulip mania of 1634-37 — 
in which almost every person in the 
entire country became a gambler, buy¬ 
ing and selling futures in tulip bulbs. 
This is not hard to understand by any¬ 
one who has lived through a Calgary oil 
boom or a Florida land boom. 

The only peculiar thing about Hol¬ 
land’s tulip madness is the way the 
same pattern keeps repeating itself In 
almost every generation -— tulips, gold, 
oil, the South Sea Bubble, seafront pro¬ 
perty, uranium, electronics, or in the 
case of Ivan Krueger, matches! A good 
example of this speculative frenzy is 
what happened to the solid citizens of 
Timmini, Ontario, in 1963 when Texas 
Gulf Sulphur hit gold-bearing lode. 

Something of the same excitement 
swept through the bulb-growing dis¬ 
tricts of Holland shortly after, the First 
World War when a plant explorer disco¬ 
vered a new wild tulip growing in 'he 
mountains of Samarkand in Central 
Asia. 

The name of the discoverer escapes 
me. but the flower was named Tulipa 
fosteriana. honoring Sir Michael Foster, 
a physician of Shelford, Cambridge, and 
an amateur botanist who had done some 
notable work with irises and tulips. 

Foster’s tulip was a fantastic flower. 


and I can well imagine the mounting 
excitement among plant breeders of 
Holland when the First bulbs were grown 
under cultivation, for the leaves alone 
were new and different — enormous 
things, green and leathery. 

Then, when the plump flower buds 
opened, there was a blossom a good 
eight inches across, far bigger than any 
previously known tulip, blooming in a 
dazzling scarlet shade with a high gloss 
to the petals, almost like patent leather 
or what the modem miss would call the 
“wet look” 

A terrific flower in its own right for 
any garden. Foster’s tulip from the 
fabled land of Samarkand was even 
more valued as a potential parent to a 
whole new race of tulips. To improve 
this already superb wildflower. the first 
steps were to isolate the best individuals 
to use as parents. 

Hundreds of the wild bulbs were 
imported, planted and brought into 
bloom, their significant differences 
noted, and the best of them grown on to 
multiply for the market. The original 
Foster's tulip can be bought today under 
the name Red Emperor, a vivid scarlet 
giant with 9-inch blooms on 18-Inch 
stems, and selling for about 25 cent per 
bulb. 

The next step was to breed Red 
Emperor and other selected Foster 
tulips with the best of the existing tulips 


in the Cottage. Darwin and Mendel 
classes. The offspring from these mat¬ 
ings are still coming off the production 
line. Two new ones. Orange Emperor 
and Pink Emperor, became available to 
the public for the first time only last 
fail. 

Fosteriana princips is almost identi 
cal in every way with Red Emperor 
except that, instead of an 18-inch stem, 
the huge flowers are borne on strong 
8-inch stalks, ideal for potted bulbs, 
rock gardens and windswept locations. 

White Emperor, known in Europe as 
Purissima, is a white sport with a yel¬ 
low base. lasting longer in water than 
any other known tulip. Easter Parade is 
a golden yellow edition of Red Emperor 
with the outer petals flushed with scar¬ 
let. 

One which has created quite a stir is 
Pinkeen. which makes very large flow¬ 
ers in a deep orange-cerise shade, borne 
on straight, stout 16-inch stems — a very 
striking tulip and a bit more expensive 
than most of the Fosters. 

Probably the most colorful of the 
Foster hybrids is Oriental Splendour, 
yellow on the inside, red on the outside, 
and with a yellow, red and black centre, 
making a very large flower on 20-inch 
stems. Even the leaves are highly orna 
mental — mottled with brown slripev

She is 
gazing at the pianist with an 
expression in her eyes that 
does every thing but spell out 
her phone number.

What I m 
asking the American Asso¬ 
ciation of Airlines is why I 
don’t ever run across them. I 
can tell you right now the 
kind of company that will oc¬ 
cupy my big bird in the sky 
next week.

George Bernard Shaw said that 
youth was too good a time of life to 
waste on young people. But age and 
wisdom are often lost upon those who 
are called mature. The truth is that 
evert stage of life has its special lesson 
to teach. 

The cycle of life, apart from its physi¬ 
cal purposes, has moral and intellectual 
values. When, as infants, we are born 
into a booming and buzzing confusion, 
we grow and develop only because of the 
watchful concern of those who love us. 
We are clearly dependent upon others to 
help, guide and minister to us. Our very 
lives depend upon those who are de¬ 
pendable. 

As we move from childhood into 
puberty, we experience a new and glow 
ing power We are given bigger wings 
and we begin to take solo flights, testing 
our strength. Adolescence is a time of 


life when we learn to cut the umbilical 
cord of dependence. Our independence 
takes a variety of forms. We kick and 
sputter. We clamor for attention. We 
are self-conscious, because we are just 
becoming a self. 

Physically, adolescense is a strange 
and wonderful time of our lives. We 
learn the meaning of being a somebody 
instead of a something. And spiritually, 
too. it is a great period. It is a time of 
protest, of idealism, of burning zeal.

No matter how much condi¬ 
tions have changed, we tend 
to go right on doing as we al¬ 
ways have. 

The familiar rut we might 
all fall into involves the mat¬ 
ter of drawing trumps. Much 
of the time trumps should be 
drawn as quickly as possible. 
However, there are excep¬ 
tions and today's slippery 
game provides a stirring ex¬ 
ample. 

D^larer took the first trick 
with the ace of hearts and 
played dummy's two high 
clubs to discard one of his 
heart losers. A losing dia¬ 
mond finesse went to West’s 
queen and West led two high 
heari.<i, declarer ruffing the 
heart jack. Three rounds of 
trumps were drawn, ending 
in dummy and declarer tried 
another diamond finesse. 
This also lost and eventually 
declarer had to concede his 
small diamond and the 
defense managed three dia¬ 
monds and one heart for 
down one. 

Declarer ran into a nastv 
diamond break which didn't 
say much for his luck. 
Nevertheless, he could have 
made his own luck had he 
counted his sure tricks and 
developed a direct plan to 
score them. 

Declarer has nine top tricks 
from the start and he .should 
look for the surest way to 
ca.sh a tenth. There is no 
surer way than ruffing with 
the ace of trumps and this is 
the way the play should go. 

Win the heart'ace and play 
. two high clubs, discarding a 
low heart. Now forget about 
diamond finesses and play 
the ace and another dia¬ 
mond. West wins and cashes 
a heart but declarer ruffs the 
next heart and surrenders 
another diamond. West w'ins 
hut there is no way to prevent 
declarer from ruffing his last 
diamond with dummy's

Victoria’s 400-odd cabbies 
are unanimously op 5 )osed to 
the seatbelt law that requires 
them to buckle up as of Satur¬ 
day, Victoria Taxi Owners’ 
Association president Bud 
MacLean said Thursday. 

MaciLean said, however, he 
doubted Victoria drivers 
would follow ttieir Vancouver 
< ounterparts, who, according 
to Vancouver Taxi Owners’

Association president Jim 
Dawson, will walk off the job 
rather than wear belts. 

"If we get hassled, we’ll 
park them.” Dawson said. 
"You can't restrict us like 
that. As far as we are con¬ 
cerned. we are exempt. 

He said belted taxi drivers 
could be more easily mugged, 
strangled by shoulder 


harnesses or hindered in of¬ 
fering quick, efficient service 
to customers. 

MacLean. head of Victoria 
Taxi, said the seatbelt law 
"will be a weapon in the 
hands of criminals” because 
it would make attacks on 
drivers easier, due to their 
being buckled up. 

He said Victoria already 


had the highest crime rate of 
any city in B.C. and the belt 
law would make matters 
wnrse. 

(Actually, the latest figures 
show Victoria third behind 
Nanaimo and New ‘West¬ 
minster.) 

MacLean said all cab com¬ 
panies had been informed in 
letters from the superin¬ 
tendent of n)otor vehicles that 
their drivers would not be ex¬ 
empt under the provisions 


that exempt milkmen and 
postmCTi. 

"The inconvenience will be 
inconceivable," he said. "Be¬ 
sides which, head-on collisions 
are extremely rare among 
cabbies, while sideswipes are 
more common. 

"In a side collision, seat 
belts are a definite deterrent 
to health," he said, citing bro¬ 
ken necks and ruptured 
aortas as possible Injuries. 

MacLean said ^ letter 


also instructed cab drivers to 
tell their passengers to buckle 
up before moving off. 

He said the letter did not 
say specifically tliat passen¬ 
gers had to be belted up be¬ 
fore the car started moving, 
but said If that was the re¬ 
quirement "all hell will break 
loose” among cab drivei^. 

"Can you imagine telling a 
40()-pound drunk you won’t 
move until he buckles up?” 
he asked. "Ihe disputes and 


fights will be out of this 
world.” 

MacLean said as yet there 
had been no interpi-etalion as 
to whetlier the passenger or 
the driver was responsible for 
buckling up. unless the pas¬ 
senger was under 16. 

MacLean said most compa¬ 
nies would probably require 
their drivers to pay a fine it 
convicted for failing to buckle 
up. "ft’s their responsibility,” 
lie said. 


Dode French, who recently 
sold his interest in Island 
Taxi, and is/past-president of 
the assc/fTation, said seatbelt 
law was a big factor in his 
decisiwi to get out of the busi¬ 
ness. > . 

He felt ft wa.s unfair of the 
government to require cali- 
bies and their i^assengers to 
buckle up while bus drivers 
and tlieir i>assengers didn’t 
have to.

rocket 

explodes 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. 
(Reuter) — An Atlas Centaur 
rocket carrying a com¬ 
munications satellite exploded 
Thursday night 55 seconds 
after liftoff, wiping out a 
$49.4-million mission for the 
98-country International Tele¬ 
communications Satellite Or¬ 
ganization. 

Experts said the explosion 
was in many ways similar to 
the multi-million dollar explo¬ 
sion Sept. 13 of a Delta rocket 
carrying an Orbital Test Sat¬ 
ellite owned by the European 
Space Agency. 

The Sept. 13 explosion oc¬ 
curred 54 seconds after liftoff, 
and now is being investigated. 

The Atlas Centaur rose 
smoothly of its launchpad be¬ 
fore tiie explosion sent orange 
flame billowing. 

The rocket was carrying an 
Intelsat satellite which wa.s to 
be positioned over the Indian 
Ocean to provide telephone 
and television service to 40 
countries. 

Sface agency officials said 
the explosion was due to vehi¬ 
cle failure. No further details 
were available pending an 
investigation. 

The Intelsat TV-A com¬ 
munication satellite was the 
first of two identical satellites 
due for launching. The second 
one is scheduled for No¬ 
vember. 

Each of the satellites is ca¬ 
pable of handling 6.(X)0 phone 
calls and two television chan¬ 
nels simutaneously. They arc 
to replace the services of two 
.smaller Intelsat TV satellites 
which have been operating 
ov’er the Indian Ocean since 
197:).

OTTAWA (CP) - The judge 
who inv^estigated Air Canada 
mismanagement and the man 
who headed the national air¬ 
line at the time, both were 
named to the Supreme Court, 
of Canada Thursday. 

Willard Estey, 57-yeaix)ld 
head of tlve Ontario Court of 
Appeal and chief justice of 
Oitario, replaces Mr. Justice 
Wilfred Judson who reached 
the mandatory retirement age 
of 75 in July. 

Yves Pratte. 52.-Air Canada 
chairman until 1975, fills the 
vacancy created when Nlr. 
Justice Louis-Phillippe de 
Grandpre, 60, une.xpectedly 
announced his resignation in 
June. 

Estey was appointed by Ot¬ 
tawa in 1975 to delve into 
charges of dishonest dealings 
by Air Canada management.

Threats flow 
as hijackers 

await cash 


DACCA, Bangladesh (UPI) — Fho guerrillas 
threatened Thui'sday to blow up their hijacked jet 
w ith 146 hostages aboard and set off a “glol^l” terror 
campaign if Japan bi’eaks its promise to free nine 
prisoners and pay $6 million ransom but extended the 
deadline by more than a day. 




Japan, saying "human life 
is more precious than live 
earth.” agreed to the de- 
mand.s but said it could not 
meet the teiTorists’ original 
midnight deadline. 

Five of the prisoners 
eluding two women 
agreed to be ilown to I^g- 
lade.sh and one was still not 
decided, the Japanese justice 
ministry' announced in Tokyo. 

The Japanese prime ‘min¬ 
ister’s office said a DC-8 jet¬ 
liner. carrying the ransom 
and freed pri.soneis. would 
leave Tokym today. The non¬ 
stop flight is expected to take 
eight hours and 20 minutes, it 
said. 

In Washington, a spokes¬ 
man for the Bangladesh em¬ 
bassy said the hijackers had 
told his government thev were 
■‘suspicious’’ of the Japanese 
government and refusevl to 
negotiate directly with it. 

The embassy sixtlvcsman 
said negotiations would lon- 
tinue with the Bangladesh 
government serving as inter¬ 
mediary'. 

In Tokyo, the English lan- 
gi*age nevvspaiK?r A.sai Eve¬ 
ning News reports that the 
hijackers have indicated they 
would free all women, chil¬ 
dren, Indians and Pnkistini 
hostages in e.xchange tor the 
freed prisoners. 

However, the nevvspaiier 
says in'its unattribuled’story 
(hot the hijackers would keep 
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hors objected to the old house 
in an area of relatively new 
homes, so they got more than 
60 signatures on a petition I'e- 
questing the village council to 
make Jdinson move the 
house.

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He added that the govern¬ 
ment was also cunvassing the 
nine prisoners. Two of the 
prisoners are reported to have 
refused the offer of freedom, 
he said. 

One of the nine whose re¬ 
lease is demanded by the hi¬ 
jackers is Toshio Omura. a 
Japanese terrorist deported 
from Canada last December 
for using a false paasjiori. He 
currently is on trial in Ja|>an 
charged with hurling a home¬ 
made bomb at a police station 
in the ancient capital of Kyoto 
in 1969. 

Omura’s lawyer said alter 
visiting his client Thursday 
that the radical has no inten¬ 
tion of accepting tlie offer of 
freedom. 

"I have a different ideology 
from them,” Omura’s lawyer 
quoted him as saying. *T am 
not suited to militaristic in¬ 
structions like their*.” 

Mrs. Karabian said the W- 
jackers were armed with guns 
and grenades and had been 
“terribly rough” at first but 
later relaxed somewhat after 
negotiations began. 

She said the hostages were 
denied food for the first 24 
liours and were not even al¬ 
lowed to go to the toilet. 

Those *till on the plane Ije- 
sides tl3€ hijackers aie 14 
crew members and 132 jMis- 
sengers, including 10 ■bther 
Americans. 

Mrs. Karabian. who barl a 
supportinfi: role in the film 
Funny Girl, told reporters the 
five hijackers - tour of them 
wearing Arabian scarves and 
the fifth a full mask — com¬ 
mandeered the plane a few 
minutes after the take off 
from Bombay. 

"I saw some permle rising 
in the i^r of the plane. They 
yelled, ‘Don’t move. Every¬ 
body keep your hands up. 
Don't look at my face,’” she 
recalled.

Scully, a member of thtf A.s- 
sociation of Automotive Medi¬ 
cine and medical director for 
the Canadian Racing Drivers’ 
AssiKiation. said in an inter¬ 
view that he had noticed an 
increase in this type of injury 
sincte the seat-belt law came 
into effect nearly two years 
ago. 

By being restrained in belts, 
he said, accident victims were 


now^ living long enough to be 
taken to hospital where they 
could lie examined and the in¬ 
jury diagnosed. 

Scully said his opinion was 
based on observation rather 
than documented evidence. 

Last week, James Snow, 
provincial transportation min¬ 
ister, said that Ontario’s 
motor vehicle death rate last 
year was the lowest in 2(> 
yeai's. He attributed the de¬ 
crease in part to the in¬ 
creased use of seat belts.

Prosecutor hints at appeal 
of one-year term for robber

Tlie prosecution is consider¬ 
ing going to the B.C. Court of 
Appeal following imposition in 
Victoria County Couri 
Wednesday of a tme-year sen¬ 
tence c«i a 19-year-old Saanich 
youth who pleaded guilty last 
month to bank robbery and 
unlawful ccMifinement. 

Judge Leslie Cashman sen¬ 
tenced Harold Einar Hemstad 
to one year for armed rob¬ 
bery of the Royal Bank of 
Canada, 2973 Tillicum, and six 
months for confinement of 26- 
year-old George Carroll on 
Jan. 11, to be served concur¬ 
rently, followed by two years' 
probation. 

OowTi counsel Nicholas 
Lang, who said in an inter¬ 
view later that an appeal of 
the sentence was being con¬ 
sidered, had suggested to the 
court a sentence in the area 
of two years less a day defi¬ 
nite and two years less a day 
indeterminate. ’ 

Defence counsel David Lis- 
son had suggested a short jail 
sentence iollowed by preda¬ 
tion. 


Cashman said the circum¬ 
stances in the case were 
"quite unusual." 

And as he concluded his re¬ 
marks, he said: "To some e.x- 
tent I’m taking quite a 
chance." 

Cashman said Hemstad was 
of previous good character, 
from a good home, with sup¬ 
portive parents, including a 
father who is a "highly re¬ 
spected" Victoria policeman. 

Referring to Hemstad’s tes- 
timcaiy last woek, he said the 
youth is "not particularly ar¬ 
ticulate and has dlfficuhj' in 
expressing himself adequate¬ 
ly.” 

He also said: "I accept that 
he will never again do some¬ 
thing like this." 

In most circumstances, he 
said, he wxwKi agree with the 
prosecution’s suggested sen¬ 
tence. 

But such a jail term would 
not be ki the best interests of 
society and would do more 
harm than good. 


It was better for society, 
and more economical, to have 
Hemstad free from jail at an 
early time "so he can be of 
some benefit to societ>’.’‘ 

He had decided "not without 
st>me hesitation’' to impose a 
lesser sentence than that 
suggested by the crown. 

Cashman Imposed the fol¬ 
lowing conditions for Hem¬ 
stad’s probation: (1) for the 
first three months after re¬ 
lease from jail he must report 
to a probation crfficer w'eekly. 
and for the following nine 
months must report monthly, 
(2) he musn’t own or possess 
a weapon, (3) he must make 
reasonable efforts to get 
work, (4) he must perform 
100 hours of community' wwk 
because "you owe something 
to this community," (5) he 
must not associate with Mi¬ 
chael Allan Rhodes or any 
convicted person. 

Court was told earlier that 
Hemstad and another person 
waylaid Carroll at gunpoint in 
Mayfair shopping centre, 


drove Wm to Beaver Lake 
Park where he was tied to a 
tree, then drove his car to the 
bank and made off with 
$21,062. after brandishing a 
.38-calibre revolver which 
Hemstad said was not loaded. 

The money w-as left in Hem¬ 
stad’s room at the family 
home and was discov-ered by 
his mother. After its discov¬ 
ery, Hemstad and another 
person went to Vancouver. 

They were arrested at Van¬ 
couver International Airport 
av.they arrived to board a 
"pl^e to Haw^aii. In one suit¬ 
case was found most of the 
stolen money, a .38-calibre re¬ 
volver and six bullets. 

Hcm.stad told the court ear¬ 
lier he didn’t know why he 
corrunitted the robbery. He 
hadn’t been able to find woih 
since leaving school, he said, 
and he and a friend began 
- "joking’’ about doing a rob- 
gery. He said he didn’t texnv 
how» tire talk got serious and 
didn’t think about what wtxild 
happen after the robberj’.

Balance need 
emphasized 

in vital brief

NANAIMO — The initial en¬ 
vironmental study done for 
the British (Columbia Develop¬ 
ment Corporation on the pro¬ 
posed industrial facility at 
Duke Point says that environ¬ 
mental, esthetic, recreational 
and economic needs will all 
have to be balanced against 
each other. 

The report suggests that 
Nanaimo will not be able to 
have recreation areas at Jack 
Point, log bcx>ms moved out of 
the Nanaimo River estuary, 
and a full-scale industrial dev¬ 
elopment at the same time. 

BCDC officials, at a meet¬ 
ing held earlier this we^ in 
Nanaimo, announced that 
they would delay one of the 
three sawTnills proposed for 
the Jack Point part of the 
development, until environ¬ 
mental versus esthetic and 
recreational needs could be 
assessed. 

The proposed JUO million 
project would include the saw¬ 


mills, a three-berth deepnea 
port, a light industrial park 
aiKl an <ril storage tank farm. 

It WTis announced In Nanai¬ 
mo this week that the project 
has reached the approval¬ 
seeking stage, and that all 
government agencies involved 
have been asked to report 
back by Oct. 2L 

The environmental and so- 
cio-€cofK>mic study was done 
for BdX; by Beak-Hinton 
Consultants Ltd. 

The report said that only 
the wliarves and land develop¬ 
ment had been assessed, be¬ 
cause individual projects will 
have to be assessed as the 
plans are proposed. 

The site of th^ proposed 
development conforms with 
the recommendations of an 
Environment Canada task 
force in 1974 which studied 
port sites in the inner harbor, 
on the estuary side of Jack 
Point and on the estuary side 
of Duke Point, as w'ell as the 
location now being proposed. 


Acceptable sites 


That study said that the 
only environmentally accept¬ 
able sites were on the North¬ 
umberland Cihannel side of 
Duke Point and south of Har- 
mac. 

Hinton's study said that the 
Harmac South site cannot ac¬ 
commodate a large dcv'elop- 
ment economically, so the 
Duke Point location, with an 
extension onto i>art of Jack 
Point is the only site remain¬ 
ing which seems acceptable to. 
all parties. 

The Beak-HSnton report said 
that to finance the port, a def¬ 
inite level of lumber coming 
through the port must be 
guaranteed. To achieve this, 
the report said, there must be 
a commitment for three saw¬ 
mills. 

And, the report continued, 
to attract sawmills, there 
must be tidewater and room 
for log storage. The storage 
could be either in the Nanai¬ 
mo River estuary, dry storage 
on Jack Point or a combina¬ 
tion of both. 

Local groups and individu¬ 


als who have objected to 
parts of the Duke Point plan 
have centred their objection.*; 
around two points: Jack Point 
should remain recreational 
area and log booms should be 
removed from the Nanaimo 
River estuary. 

‘There is widespread sup¬ 
port for the development of 
Duke Porlnt — even among en¬ 
vironmental groups — provid¬ 
ed the estuary is not 
touched," the report said. 
"Development of Jack Point, 
however, creates strong op¬ 
position on esthetic and recre¬ 
ational grounds." 

The study confirmed this 
stand. 

"Jack Point is an important 
visual resource of the area," 
the consultants said. "It is 
visible from Gabriola Island 
and from the higd'cr^i^vation 
residential areas of Nanai¬ 
mo." 

A green strip along the west 
side of Jack Point would 
screen dev'elopment from 
downtown Nanaimo, but not 
from the higher areas of the 
city, the report said. 


Comultants’ point 


The consultants said that 
Jack Point is also an impor¬ 
tant potential recreational 
area. They cited fishing and 
crabbing as two activities that 
would not be significantly af¬ 
fected by the proposed devel¬ 
opment. 

But. the report said, soup 
grade oysters now found in 
the Duke Point Lagoon, would 
be wiped out by any addi¬ 
tional recreational pressure. 

"Jack Point is an important 
undeveloped scntic nature 
walk area,” the consultants 
’ said. "It contains fascinating 
shoreline .caves, interesting 
v^ipd-sv'pr-t tree formations, 
and Is basically a very pleas¬ 
ant, quiet place to commune 
with nature in all ite varied 
forms." 

But Jack Point is a very 
smaD piece of land, the report 
said, and intensive use for 
recreation wxwld destroy its 
scenic values. 

"Newxjastie Island, off Na¬ 


naimo’s wraterfront, is 10 
times tile size of Jack Point, 
and has all its features plus 
beaches." 

Biological v'alues along the 
Northumberland Channel 
foreshore and in the EXike 
Pointsaok Point upland area 
are not unique, the report 
said, and are similar to other 
undeveloped apeas near Nan- 
mo. 

But, the consultants said, 
the Nanaimo River estuary is 
another storj'. 

Chamrps in the ellsrrass 
areas in the estuary, which 
hav’e often been cited as re¬ 
sults of k« bcoml^'^. mp- 
have been slmnlv the result of 
silting in of the estuarv from 
unstream logging, the rerort 
sa’d. 

This mav mean that log 
booming does rot ha''e a si"- 
nificent effect on waterfox*'!. 
the rerxirt said, hut stiH to he 
considered is the effect on 
fish.

Aii used his left hand »o 
jab and hook, plus his defen¬ 
sive ability, to l^ld the power- 
pynching ShavCTs safely at 
bay through most of the fight 
while his comer knew exactly 
what was going on. 

Dundee knew after 12 
rounds that All wx>uJd remain 
champion unless Shav'crs 
knocked him out. 

The official scoring was an¬ 
nounced on television after 
each round. ’While the people 
in the Garden - Including 
Shavers in his comer - did 
not know how the fight was 
going, Dundee did. 

“I knew about the scaring.” 
he said. “T had a .shuttle who 
was watching the television. T 
never told Ali he was ahead. I 
didn’t want him to let down.” 

But Dundee also knew that 
he didn’t hav'e to v.'orry, that 
he didn’t have to urge Ali to 
take unnecessary risks. And 
Ali didn’t, although he was 
badly shaken in the final 
round before rallying in the 
closing seconds to almost put 
5Jha\’ers down.

Drift fishing hns now coma into its own as the lucrative 
methiKl to catch coho and Chinooks at this time of year. Buzz 
Bombs, Pirks, Pirkens, Nor'^e-Sildas, Sea-Sildas, Krocadlles 
ancl Dead’y Dicks are catching just as many salmon as 
trolletl lures . . . sometimes more. 

And moocher.s with plu" cut or live herring are getting 
plenty of action. 

This is the time of the year both the coho and the 
Chinooks are homing in towards their spawning rivers jmd as 
they get closer to the rivermouths their numbers get more 
(onccnlrated and the mo<v-herp and drift fishermen find the 
action. .So do the spin casters: Ironi shore. 

Coho are being taken in all waters from Port Renfrew* 
ihroueh to Camjjbell River, with some areas hotter than 
others, and vrinter Chinooks i immature smaller Chinooks » are 
staiiing t ' apy)ear in a variety of sfiots. 

' Mingimg with them are still fair numbers of big migrat¬ 
ing Chinooks, including tyee in the .Mbemi Inlet wafers. 

Rivers are starting to come alive with trout following the 
migrating salm<m ana hojang lor a feed on the salmon eggw. 
.lacks, which orece^le the runs of chincxjks and coho are al¬ 
ready in most ri\ ers. 

But. anelors seeking to fish the rivers had better study 
their non-tidal sports fishing regulations, plus their tidal 
srxjrts fishing regulations and take note of any special clo¬ 
tures. 

Most of the popatlar rivers are still closed to all salmon 
fishing while the thinooks are entering, many other rivers 
have a barbtess hcx)k. catch and release regulations, and 
others are closed in .kt)ecitic areas. 

Jiemng is prohibited in .all rivers. Actually common sense 
and ethi's can pretty well dictate. Where there is an uban- 
dance ol salmon it is legal to catch a limit of two in a river, 
but no one should try to catch them on the actual spawning 
beds, 

'ritis is the time to tn* lly fishing and other elitist-t>i)e 
sports fishing inetlvxls.

Secretary Island. Trap Shack. Bedlord. and Church b- 
land, and the Redder Bay kelp beds have been fairly hot for 
coho and winter Chinooks, with the odd big chinook. 

Strip, minnow, Radiant Squirt and Krippled Octo[»us 
trollers have been getting plenty of action, but the drift 
lishermen have been having most fun 

One productive method the drift fishermen have found is 
to look for the bird action which signifies surface bait, speed 
out to that area, and then tiy casting their lures and retrieve 
them fairly shallow. 

The f lats off Oak Bay have been producing for drift fisher¬ 
men. 

Charlie White has been getting limits of small two to 
«e\en-pourid Chinooks trelling small hemne strip off the 
south end of James Island otj downrigger at 60 feet. 

During the past month Jim Gilbert reports there has l>een 
an abrKimal showing of small shrimps in the Coldstream 
Island to McCurdy Point waters of Saanich Inlet. 

This has resulted in good showings near the surface of 
five to eight-t-'ound coho, grilse and small chincx)ks. but they 
have been taken both on the surface on light colored bucktail 
flies — light green and red and white - or when you get 
dc wn to the Deep Hole area very deep on revolving flasher at 
100 to 150 feet and Hi pounds of weight on pale green and 
white, or white, Krippled Octo|>us. 

"There is no doubt in niv mind that the Cioldstream feeding 
program has produced more feeding coho than usual in 
Saanich Inlet” opines Gilbert. "It l<x)ks like an encouraging 
return.”

There’S light •— and a dark 
clcHid — on the horizon for 
Philip Delesalle, Canada's 
premier gymnast. 

Widely-regarded as one of 
the outstanding male per¬ 
formers in his sport, the 19- 
year-old Victoria resident has 
a possibility of obtaining fi¬ 
nancial assistance from the 
federal government under 
Ilians announced recently. 

But there’s a catch. 

The money — about $5,000 
has beeh mentioned — de- 
I)ends on Philip’s perform¬ 
ance at the prestigious Wwld 
Cup championships next 
month in Oviedo, Spain. 

And for the first time in his 
international career, Philip is 
injured. 

Coach John Herb said 
Thursday at Victoria Sports 
School, his prize pupil has a 
bruised muscle and stretched 
ligaments in his lower left 
side, an injury suffered last 
weekend at a KV-country meet 
in Owchoslovakia. 

"The doctor said Philip 
could start light wxirkouts by 
Tuesday or Wednesday and if 
all goes well, die should be 100 
per cent fit for the World 
Cup.” 

After yJacing second all¬ 
round in the compulsories and 
<iptionals, Delesalle was fa¬ 
vored in many of the finals 
but was forced to withdraw 
from competition after being 
injured during the \*ault rou¬ 
tine. He was momentarily 
blinded by a hanging light, 
lost control and twisted his 
back badly. A doctor or¬ 
dered Delesalle to hosjpital 
for a checkup and he was ad¬ 
vised not to continue compet¬ 
ing. 

Teammate Owen Walstrom, 
another member of the grow¬ 
ing VSS fraternity, placed 
IJth over-all in the 26-man 
competition involving gym¬ 
nasts from all parts of 
Europe, Russia and Great 
Britain. 

Comi)etition at the World 
Cup, set from Obt. 25-30, 
promises to be much tougher 
as only the top 18 male and 18 
female gymnasts in the world, 
based on the 1976 01>Tnpics 
and other ma.jor meets since, 
hav'e been invited. 

Philip is the fii-st, and only, 
Canadian invited to participa¬ 
te. 

Tncludevl in the field are 
Olympic all-round champion 
Nikolai Andrianov of the So¬ 
viet Union. Japan’s brilliant 
Eizu Kensumoto and two of 
Russia's top young gymnasts. 
Alexandre Ditiatin and Vladi¬ 
mir Markelov, both 20. 

As in the Montre«d Games, 
Philip is the youngest male 
gymnast entered, having cele¬ 
brated his 19th birthday on 
June 18. 

"Philip is very popular at 
international meets l^pcause 
of his age.” Herb exiilainefl. 
"as most top male gymna.sta 
are between 22 and 30 years 
old.” 

Delesalle, or more properly 
Victoria Sports School, has 
been tentatively promised fed¬ 
eral aid should Philip finish in 
the top six in one or two of 
the individual elements. 

At the Czech meet, Philip 
placed first in parallel bars, 
sidehorse (his specialty*) and 
high bar (with his best-ever 
score), third in floor exercises 
and vault, and seventh in 
rings, the only event in which 
he failed to qualify for the 
finals, Walstrom was second 
in high bar. third in parallel 
bars, fifth in floor e.xercises 
and sixth in vault. 

The performance of Dele¬ 
salle and Walstrom was ex¬ 
ceptional considering the tw*o 
Canadians were hung up by

an international airline con¬ 
trollers’ strike and missed a 
flight from Prague to Bys¬ 
trica, about 250 miles away. 
Herb was able to get a 
standby seat but Delesalle 
and Walstrom w'erc forced to 
take the train, which in¬ 
volved a 14-bour journey on 
wooden seats, no food and lit¬ 
tle heat. The Canadians 
missed the training lime allo¬ 
cated to them and went di¬ 
rectly into competition. 

The travel hassles are simi¬ 
lar to the problems Herb and 
Delesalle have had in secur¬ 
ing government aid. 

Philip did receive $250 per 
month for six months prior to 
the OlyTTipics but the aid 
stopped the minute the final 
ceremonies concluded. 

It’s been a tough struggle 
since and only a coaching .k>b 
at the Sports School — plus 
free coaching by Herb — has 
kept him in competitive trim. 

As he is an amateur, the 
federal money. If obtained, 
will go to the .Sports School to 
help develop gymnastics in 
this area. And they’ll help 
make up for the $120-a-month 
in coaching fees Herb has 
gone without for nearly seven 
years. 

While the federal and pro¬ 
vincial sfiorts mandarins 
haven’t .seen fit to help Dele¬ 
salle, several top American 
universities (Washington, Mi-

chlgan and UCLiA-]^rkeley 
included) are most interested 
in having him join their 
teams. Offers of full scholar¬ 
ships—worth about 
$10,009—are lying in a folder 
cn Herb's desk. 

"The American colleges are 
most generous but Philip 
prefers to stay here, working 
toward a big year in 1978,” 
Herb said. 

Heading the itinerary is the 
Commonwealth Games in Ed¬ 
monton next summer and the 
world championships in Ger¬ 
many later in the year. 

The world championships 
are most important as the top 
eight teams will automati¬ 
cally qualify for the 1980 
Olympics in Moscow. Gym¬ 
nasts nnay also qualify indi¬ 
vidually as Delesalle did last 
year, finishing 22nd over-all in 
the finals, hi^iest-ever plac¬ 
ing for a Canadian gymnast 
in the Olympics. 

But what happens after the 
1980 Games, vx’hen Philip will 
be only 22 and starling what 
should be his most productive 
years? 

"We’ll have to wait and 
see.” Herb said. "He’s been 
like a son to me since 5 start¬ 
ed coaching him in 1971 but I 
don’t know how long it can 
continue. I am committed to 
Philip until 1980 when I be¬ 
lieve be could be an Olympic 


champion in Moscow but after 
that I don’t know*.” 

Herb, who also operates 
gymnastic schools In Cobble 
Hill and Sidney, has several 
potential Olympic candidates 
registered and has attracted 
gymnasts from Edmonton 
and Red Deer for full-time in¬ 
struction at his school, located 
behind Christ Church Cathe¬ 
dral on Quadra Street. 

Reeve Martin of Edmonton 
and Duane Petersem of Red 
Deer, both 17, and Victorians 
Anthony Barker, 14, and Rob¬ 
ert Kreiser, 13, will be heard 
from in proxinclal and na¬ 
tional competitions soon, says 
Herb. 

But it’s the injury to Dele¬ 
salle \vhich is uppermost in 
Herb’s mind these days.

Garden Notes 


In yesterday’s column I tried to re¬ 
capture some of the frenzy and madness 
that swept across Holland In the 17th 
century — the tulip mania of 1634-37 — 
in which almost every person in the 
entire country became a gambler, buy¬ 
ing and selling futures in tulip bulbs. 
Tliis is not hard to understand by any¬ 
one who has lived through a Calgary oil 
boom or a Florida land boom. 

The only peculiar thing about Hol¬ 
land’s tulip madness is the way the 
same pattern keeps repeating itself in 
almost every generation — tulips, gold, 
oil, the South ^a Bubble, seafront pro¬ 
perty, uranium, electronics, or in the 
case of Ivan Krueger, matches? A good 
example of this speculative frenzy is 
what happened to the solid citizens of 
Timmins, Ontario, in 1963 when Texas 
Gulf Sulphur hit gold-bearing lode. 

Something of the same excitement 
swept through the bulb-growing dis¬ 
tricts of Holland shortly after, the First 
World War when a plant explorer disco¬ 
vered a new wild tulip growing in the 
mountains of Samarkand in Central 
Asia. 

The name of the discoverer escapes 
me, but the flower was named Tulipa 
fosteriana. honoring Sir Michael Foster, 
a physician of Shelford. Cambridge, and 
an amateur botanist who had done .some 
notable work with irises and tulips. 

Foster's tulip was a fantastic flower. 


and 1 can well imagine the mounting 
excitement among plant breeders of 
Holland when the first bulbs were grow^ 
under cultivation, for the leaves alone^ 
were new and different — enormous/ 
things, green and leathery. 

Then, when the plump flower buds 
opened, there was a blossom a good 
eight inches across, far bigger than any 
previously known tulip, blooming in a 
dazzling scarlet shade with a high gloss 
to the petals, almost like patent leather 
or what the modern miss would call the 
“wet look.” 

A terrific flower in its own right for 
any garden, Foster’s tulip from the 
fabled land of Samarkand was even 
more valued as a potential parent to a 
whole new race of tulips. To improve 
this already superb wildflower, the first 
steps were to isolate the best individuals 
to use as parents. 

Hundr^s of the wild bulbs were 
imported, planted and brought into 
bloom, their significant differences 
noted, and the best of them grown on to 
multiply for the market. The original 
Foster’s tulip can be bought today under 
the name Emperor, a vivid scarlet 
giant with S-inch blooms on 18-inch 
stems, and selling for about 25 cent per 
bulb. 

The next step was to breed Red 
Emperor and other selected Foster 
tulips with the best of the existing tulips 


in the Cottage, Darwin and Mendel 
classes. The offspring from these mat¬ 
ings are still coming off the production 
line. Two new ones. Orange Emperor 
and Pink Emperor, became available to 
the public for the first time only last 
fall. 

Fosteriana princips Is almost identi¬ 
cal in every way with Red Emperor 
except that, instead of an 18-inch stem, 
the huge flowers are borne on strong 
8-inch stalks, ideal for potted bulbs, 
rock gardens and windswept locations. 

White Emperor, known in Europe as 
Purissima, is a white sport with a yel¬ 
low base, lasting longer in water than 
any other known tulip. Easter Parade is 
a golden yellow edition of Red Emperor 
with the outer petals flushed with scar¬ 
let. 

One which has created quite a stir is 
Pinkeen, which makes ver>’ large flow¬ 
ers in a deep orange-cerise shade, borne 
on straight, stout 16-inch stems — a very 
striking tulip and a bit more expensive 
than most of the Fosters. 

Probably the most colorful of the 
Foster hybrids is Oriental Splendour, 
yellow on the inside, red on the outside, 
and with a yellow, red and black centre, 
making a very large flower on 20-inch 
stems. Even the leaves are highly orna 
mental — mottled with brown stripes.

Association president Jim 
Dawson, will walk oft tlie job 
rather than wear belts. 

•‘If we get hassled, we’ll 
pari« them,** Dawson said. 
"You can’t restrict us like 
that. As far as we are con¬ 
cerned, we are exempt.” 

He said belted taxi drivers 
could be more easily mugged, 
strangled by shoulder 


harnesses or hindered In of¬ 
fering quick, efficient service 
to customers. 

MacLean, head of Victoria 
Taxi, said the seatbelt law 
"will be a weapon in the 
hands of criminals’’ because 
it would make attacks on 
drivers easier, due to their 
being buckled up. 

He said Victoria already 


had the higliest enme rale of 
any city in B.C. and the bell 
law would make matters 
worse. 

(Actually, the latest figures 
show Victoria third behind 
Nanaimo and New West¬ 
minster.) 

MacLean said all cab com¬ 
panies had been informed in 
letters from the superin¬ 
tendent of motor vehicles that 
their drivers would not be ex¬ 
empt under the proNisions 


that exempt miikmen and 
postmen. 

“The inconvenience XTll be 
inconceivable,’’ lie said. "Be¬ 
sides which, head-on collisions 
are extremely rare among 
cabbies. wt>ile sideswipes are 
more common. 

"In a side collision, .seat 
belts are a definite deterrent 
to health,’’ he said, citing bro¬ 
ken necks and ruptured 
aortas as possible injuries. 

MacLean said the letter 


al.so instructed cab drivere to 
tell their passengers to buckle 
up before moving olf. 

He said the letter did not 
say specifically tliat passen¬ 
gers had to be belted up be¬ 
fore the car started moving, 
but said if that was the re¬ 
quirement “all hell will break 
loose” among cab drivere. 

•‘Can you imagine telling a 
4(X>iXHjnd drunk you won’t 
mcn^e until he buckles up?” 
he asked. “The disputes and 


fights will be out of Uiis 
world.” 

MacLean said as >et there 
had been no inlerpretalion as 
to whether the passenger or 
the driver was responsible for 
buckling up, unless the pas¬ 
senger was under 16. 

MacLean said most compa¬ 
nies would probably require 
their drivers to pay a fine if 
convicted for failing to buckle 
up. “It’s their responsibility.” 
he said.

CAPE CANAVERAL. Ha. 
(Reuter) — An Atlas Centaur 
rocket carrying a com¬ 
munications satellite expkxied 
Tliursday night 55 seconds 
after liftoff, wiping out a 
S49.4-million mission for the 
98-country International Tele¬ 
communications Satellite Or¬ 
ganization. 

Experts said the explosion 
was in many ways similar to 
the multi-million dollar explo¬ 
sion Sept. 13 of a Delta rocket 
carrying an Orbital Test Sat¬ 
ellite owned by the European 
Space Agency. 

The Sept. 13 explosion oc¬ 
curred 54 seconds after liftoff, 
and now is being investigated. 

The Atlas Centaur rf>se 
smoothly of its launchpad be¬ 
fore the exi^losion sent orange 
flame billowing. 

The rocket was carrying an 
Intelsat satellite which was to 
he positioned over the Indian 
Ocean to provide telephone 
and television service to 40 
countries. 

Space agency officials said 
the explosion was due to vehi¬ 
cle failure. No further details 
were a^vailable pending an 
investigation. 

The Intelsat W-.X com¬ 
munication satellite was the 
first twt> identical satellites 
due for launching. The second 
one Is scheduled tor No¬ 
vember. 

Each of the satellilei is ca- 
I>ahle of handling 6.000 phone 
calls and two television chan¬ 
nels simutaneously. They are 
to replace the sendees of twxv 
smaller Intelsat IV satellites 
which have been operating 
over the Indian Ocean since 
197.5. 

The satellites are ovvoe<i by 
tlie International Telecom¬ 
munications Satellite Organi¬ 
zation.

57-year-old 
head ot tlie Ontario Court of 
Appeal and chief justice of 
Ontario, replaces Mr. Justice 
Wilfred Judson who reached 
the mandatory retirement age 
of 75 in July. 

Yves Pratte. 52. Air Canada 
chairman until 1975, fills the 
vacancy created when Mr. 
Justice Louis-Phillippe <ie 
Grandpre. 60, unexpectedly 
announced his re.signation in 
June. 

Estey was appointed by Ot¬ 
tawa in 1975 to delve into 
charges of dishonest dealings 
by Air Canada management. 


He found that top manage¬ 
ment was not di^onest but 
said the publicly-owned air¬ 
line acted with “cavalier dis¬ 
regard of the ordinary rules 
of business” in some con¬ 
troversial financial dealings.

Threats flow 
as hijackers 

await ransom 


DACCA, Banglaciesh (UPIl — Five guerrillas 
tlireatened Thursday to blow up their hijacked jet 
with 146 hostages aboard and set off a “global” terroi' 
campaign if Japan breaks its promise to fi'ee nine 
prisoners and pay $6 million ransom but extended the 
deadline by more than a day. 


Japan, saying “human life 
18 more precious than tlie 
earth.agreed to the de¬ 
mands but said it could not 
meet the termrist.s’ original 
midni^t deadline. 

Five of the prisoner in¬ 
cluding two women •— have 
agreed to be Mown to Bang¬ 
ladesh and one was still not 
decided, the Japanese justice 
ministry announced in Tokyo. 

The Japanese prime min¬ 
ister’s office said a DC-8 .jet¬ 
liner, cany ing the ransom 
and freed prisoners, would 
leave Tokyo today. The non¬ 
stop flight is exfiected to take 
eight horn’s and 20 minutes, it 
said. 

In Washington, a spokes¬ 
man lor the Banglade.sh em¬ 
bassy said the hijackers had 
told his government they were 
"suspicious’’ of the Japanese 
government and relused to 
negotiate directly with it. 

The embassy sjiokesman 
said negotiations would con¬ 
tinue with the Bangladesh 
government serving as inter¬ 
mediary. 

In Tokyo, the English lan¬ 
guage newspaper Asai Eve¬ 
ning News reports that the 
hijackei’s have indicated thej- 
would free all women, chil¬ 
dren. Indians and Pakistini 
hostages in exchange tor the 
freed jirisonei’s. 

However, the newspaper 
say.s in it.s unaitributed story 
that the hijackers would keei)

Tree future in doubt 
as heart of oak fails 


The collapse of half -of a 
huge, historic GaiTy oak be¬ 
hind an apartment block in 
Fairfield has cast a doubt on 
the tree’s future. 

The tree, estimated to be 
about 300 years old. is known 
as the Be^ie Oak because it 
once shaded the farmhiiuse of 
Judge Begbie. a key figure in 
the history of Vancouver Is¬ 
land and B.C. 

The farmlwuse is long gone, 
as are most of the other trees 
on what used to be the Fair- 
field farm, but if the Victoria 
Heritage Tree Society has its 
way. the Begbie Oak will be 
presened. 

While nobody has yet said if 
sl>')Uld come down, concern 
has been expressed by some 
tenants of the Ailsa Mansion, 
the aging but ^aceful apart¬ 
ment block at Cook and Ool- 
linson on whose property the 
tree stands, that more 
branches might fall, this time 
onto the apartment block it¬ 
self. 

Mike Gye, of Greenleaves 
Tree Preservation Co. Ltd., 
who, incidentally, is president 
of the heritage tree society, 
said he doubted the tree was 
diseased. 

“Unlike other oaks. Garry 
oak wood is short-fibred, and 
a mature tree canning a full 
weight of leaf can often drop 
a branch without warning dur¬ 
ing a dry spell when the heart- 
wood dries out,” he said. 

“It’s too bad when it hap¬ 
pens to an historically impor¬ 
tant tree like this one,” Gye 
added, saying he would in¬ 
spect the damage today. 


The collapse came without 
warning about 7 a.m. Tues¬ 
day, said Garnet Fleming, 
caretaker of the apartment. 

“Some of the tenants said it 
made quite a rumble. WTiile I 
didn’t hear anything. I felt the 
ground quiver like an earth¬ 
quake.’’ 

Fleming said a tree doctor 
hadn't yet been asked to in¬ 


spect the rest rrf the tree to 
see if it was safe. 

He said whether one was 
called in would be up to the 
owTier of the property, Ken 
Not'jn, administrator of Cow- 
ichan Valley District Hospital 
in Duncan. 

He said Noton was due to 
come to Victoria to inspect 
the tree and decide on clean¬ 
up measures at the weekend.

Dimming said “they w'on’t 
commit themselves until an 
anreement with the GWVD is 
fortJiroming.” But the catch, 
he said, is that the municipal 
affairs mirtstry had directed 
that the region board can’t 
buy any pipe ui^til there was 
an agreement between the 
commission and the GVWD, 
and until there was egree- 
ment among commission 
members as to how the pipe 
should be paid for. 

The commission’s hands are 
tied at a time when the cal¬ 
crete pipe could be bought 
now at a S200.000 saving, bas¬ 
ed on GVWD commissioner 
Ron Upw’ard’s ^timates of 
pipe costs In February.

“Once the multi-billion pipe 
deal up north is authorized, 
the pipemakers will be busy 
and won’t want to sell to us,” 
Gumming said. 

“We have had bids from 
several companies for cement 
and steel pipes. The low’est 
acceptable wwks out to 
5200.000 less than Ron Ui>w ard 
estimated for the same pipe 
last year,” he said. 

Bickering is hampering ne¬ 
gotiations “to the extent that 
there can be no agreement on 
the commission now that any 
vote taken without Sidney’s 
participation wx)uld have little ^ 
value in the eyes of the mu¬ 
nicipal affairs ministry,” 
Gumming said. 

Central Staanlch Aid. Dave 
Hill, noting that Tregaskis 
and Lang had been “instruct¬ 
ed by council” not to partici¬ 
pate. said; “If my council 
said that to me.

\\'hile Victoria’s hospitals 
would like to find a few more 
empty beds so they don’t have 
to put patients on stretchers 
in the halls, they should dis¬ 
courage their patients, espe¬ 
cially those with contagious 
diseases, from vacating bed.s 
on their own. 

That was the message that 
the Victoria General hospital 
board received Thursday 
night from board member 
Keith Terlson, a Victoria po¬ 
liceman. 

Terlson said police officers 
w'ere upset recently when they

Garden Notes 






In yesterday’s column I tried to re¬ 
capture some of the frenzy and madness 
that swept across Holland in the 17th 
century — the tulip mania of 1634-37 — 
in which almost every person in the 
entire country became a gambler, buy¬ 
ing and selling futures in tulip bulbs. 
This is not hard to understand by any¬ 
one who has lived through a Calgary oil 
boom or a Florida land boom. 

The only peculiar thing about Hol¬ 
land’s tulip madness is the way the 
same pattern keeps repeating itself in 
almost every generation — tulips, gold, 
oil, the South Sea Bubble, seafront pro¬ 
perty, uranium, electronics, or in the 
case of Ivan Krueger, matches! A good 
example of this speculative frenzy is 
what happened to the solid citizens of 
Timmin^, Ontario, in 1963 when Texas 
Gulf Sulphur hit gold-bearing lode. 

Something of the same excitement 
swept through the bulb-growing dis¬ 
tricts of Holland shortly after, the First 
World War when a plant explorer disco¬ 
vered a new wild tulip growing in the 
mountains of Samarkand in Central 
Asia. 

The name of the discoverer escapes 
me. but the flower was named Tulipa 
fosteriana. honoring Sir Michael Foster, 
a physician of Shelford, Cambridge, and 
an amateur botanist who had done some 
notable work with irises and tulips. 

Foster's tulip was a fantastic flower.

and I can well imagine the mounting 
excitement among plant breeders of 
Holland when the first bulbs were grown 
under cultivation, for the leaves alone 
were new and different — enormous 
things, green and leathery. 

Then, when the plump flower buds 
opened, there was a blossom a good 
eight inches across, far bigger than any 
previously known tulip, blooming in a 
dazzling scarlet shade with a high gloss 
to the petals, almost like patent leather 
or what the modem miss would call the 
"wet look." 

A terrific flower in its own right for 
any garden, Fo.ster’s tulip from the 
fabled land of Samarkand was even 
more valued as a potential parent to a 
whole new race of tulips. To improve 
this already superb wildflower, the first 
steps were to isolate the best individuals 
to use as parents. 

Hundreds of the wild bulbs were 
imported, planted and brought into 
bloom, their significant differences 
noted, and the best of them grown on to 
multiply for the market. The original 
Foster's tulip can be bought today under 
the name Red Emperor, a vivid scarlet 
giant with 9-inch blooms on 18-inch 
stems, and selling for about 25 cent pcT 
bulb. 

The next step was to breed Red 
Emperor and other selected Foster 
tulips with the best of the existing tulips 


in the Cottage. Darwin and Mendel 
classes. The offspring from these mat¬ 
ings are still coming off the production 
line. Two new ones. Orange Emperor 
and Pink Emperor, became available to 
the public for the first time only last 
fall. 

Fosteriana princips is alrpost identi 
cal In every way with Red Emperor 
except that, instead of an 18-Inch stem, 
the huge flowers are borne on strong 
8-inch stalks, ideal for potted bulbs, 
rock garden.s and windswept locations. 

White Emperor, known in Europe as 
Purissima, is a white sport with a yel¬ 
low base, lasting longer in water than 
any other known tulip. Easter Parade is 
a golden yellow edition of Red Emperor 
with the outer petals flushed with scar¬ 
let. 

One which has created quite a stir is 
Pinkeen, which makes very large flow¬ 
ers in a deep orange-cerise shade, borne 
on straight, stout 16-inch stems — a very 
striking tulip and a bit more expensive 
than most of the Fosters. 

Probably the most colorful of the 
Foster hybrids is Oriental Splendour, 
yellow on the inside, red on the outside, 
and with a yellow, red and black centre, 
making a very large flower on 20-ineh 
stems. Even the leaves are highly orna 
mental — mottled with brown stripes
